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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 
1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly; — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H, Manning, and Wm. 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Con- 
vention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by 
that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession; shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure ; and may also have, purchase, 
receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Pro- 
vided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and ad- 
mission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June; A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.” 
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Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state. May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affili- 
ated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching 
of the Gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
churches and church schools in the State of Connecticut; and to act 
as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of Connecticut in 
advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particular- 
ly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic inter- 
ests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches, each such church which has con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each 
fraction of a hundred resident members and for each church school 
connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall be per- 
mitted to send more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and 
officers of the Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; 
officers of this Convention and members of its Board of Managers; 
officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; and 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be ex- 
officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to 
all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the General Secretary of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording 
Secretary shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are elected 
until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the 
office of First Vice-President also is vacant, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur 
in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect 
a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Re- 
moval of an officer from the state shall automatically create a 
vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President 
of the Convention and forty-five (45) elective members chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the Convention for the term of three 
years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its elective mem- 
bers shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board 
of Managers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year 
to serve under the former Constitution and for a term of two years ^ 
those trustees who have two years to serve under the former Con- 
stitution ; and in addition to these the Convention at the annual meet- 
ing at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, 
fifteen members, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies 
occurring from other causes than the expiration of terms, shall be 
elected at each annual meeting for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. 
The president, the state home director and the state foreign secretary 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privi- 
leges and authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Boayd of Managers shall be defined by 
by-lav/s adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE Vl. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on 
Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday in October, at 10 a. m. 

Sec. 2, Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the 
President at the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The order of business for the first session of the annual 
meeting shall include the following: 

Call to Order. 

Reading of the Scriptures. 

Prayer. 

Address by President. 

Report of Program Committee. 

Report of Board of Managers. 

Report of Finance Committee. 

Report of Treasurer. 

Election of Convention Officers. 

Annual Sermon. 

Sec. 5. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the 
control of the Program Committee, which shall have the power to 
make all arrangements for speakers for the Convention, except the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to the 
speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 6. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

Sec. 7. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 8. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day 
of May. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, 

to report at the meeting then in progress: 

« 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher 
of the next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

B. A committee on resolutions, consisting of three members. 
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Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from 
each association, nominated by the delegates of the respective asso- 
ciations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the progTam of the next meeting, consisting 
of five or more members, including the president of the Convention, 
the president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, 
the general secretary and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting, consisting of 
three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may 
be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. 

ARTICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1. There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, 
consisting of six members appointed for three years, and so consti- 
tuted that the terms of two of its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the com- 
mittee, those named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose 
terms have not expired, to fulfill the period for which they were ap- 
pointed, and the President of the Convention, at the adoption of this 
Constitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two members to 
serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination ; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published yearly in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OF CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Council of the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings dur- 
ing the year, as follows: One before the adjournment of the annual 
meeting of the Convention; one on a date in April, determined by 
itself; and one on the day preceding the next annual meeting of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon the request in writing of five 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered 
as creating a vacancy. Removal of any member from the state shall 
automatically create a vacancy. All vacancies shall be filled at the 
next meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. 
In his absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence 
of the President and the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall preside. In the absence of the three, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall proceed to 
choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Sec. 6. The travelling expenses of the members to all meetings of 
the Board, excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of 
the Convention, shall be paid by the Convention. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention when it is not in session and have supervision through 
the General Secretary of all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall provide means for raising the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies, disposing of the same according to the provisions of the 
Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall annually prepare a budget embracing the 
estimated expenses of all the departments of the Convention for the 
ensuing year and the apportionment of the cooperating national 
societies and submit it to the churches as early in the Convention year 
as possible, as the unified budget. 
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Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation whereby the cooperating national societies 
shall bear their part of the expense of promoting their interests in 
Connecticut, according to the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on Future Denominational Program adopted by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the 
American Baptist Publication Society whereby this society shall share 
with the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of promoting 
in Connecticut the work of religious education. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society whereby this society shall share with 
the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of home missionary 
work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid 
of churches and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other 
workers in accordance with the rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, including a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Secretary of Religious Education, 
a Collector of Missionary Funds, who may be one of the Secretaries, 
and a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a fiduciary institution 
of approved standing. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall 
carefully audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. 
The Auditor shall be a certified public accountant, or firm of account- 
ants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all per- 
sons employed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its mem- 
bership the following committees which shall be charged with definite 
responsibilities in the work of the Convention: 

A. Committee of Missionary Cooperation, consisting as far as 
practicable of one member from each association. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the 
President, who shall be chairman. 

C. Committee on Religious Education, consisting of seven mem- 
bers. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five 
members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable 
of one member from each association. 
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G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each association. 

H. Executive Committee, consisting of fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairmen of the standing committees 
of the Board of Managers named above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its member- 
ship or from the Convention such other committees as may be neces- 
sary to the successful conduct of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions 
at least annually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(a) The Committee of Missionary Cooperation shall be the 
medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary, the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the unified missionary budget of the Convention and cooperating 
national societies. 

(c) The chairman of the committee, who shall be elected by the 
Board of Managers, shall be the representative of the Convention on 
the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 

(d) The committee shall make a report of its work at the annual 
meeting of the Convention. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust 
funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman of the committee shall countersign all orders 
drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording Secretary of the Board of 
Managers at the authorization of the Board of Managers or its Execu- 
tive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds 
of the Convention to be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, or to any corporation or business en- 
terprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Per- 
manent Funds belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by 
the Board of Managers. 
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(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents 
of the Convention to make their annual reports covering the same 
period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a 
missionary budget to be submitted by the Board of Managers, when 
approved by it, to the churches. The committee shall receive from the 
General Secretary an estimate of the amount of money needed by the 
Convention for the ensuing year and from the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation the apportionment of the cooperating national societies 
falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such in- 
foimation make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of 
Managers, with or without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the 
annual meeting of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Religious Education. 

(a) The Committee on Religious Education shall promote the 
work of religious education in its different phases, including church 
school and Young People’s activities. Teacher Training, Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible Schools, and all other lines of instruction and study includ- 
ed in a comprehensive and balanced program of religious education 
for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the 
American Baptist Publication Society and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to partici- 
pate in the development of the denomination’s plans of religious 
education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all religious education programs 
before they may be promoted in the state in the name of the Con- 
vention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting, through the Secretary of Religious Education, or its chair- 
man. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication 
of The Connecticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and 
cooperate with him in circulating the paper. It shall present the in- 
terests of the paper to the Convention at its meetings and devise 
means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as oppor- 
tunity permits, in the distribution of such literature as will best ac- 
quaint the churches with the needs and achievements of the Conven- 
tion and the denomination. 
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Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have 
charge of the work conducted by the Convention among New Ameri- 
cans, cooperating with the General Secretary and his associates, as 
they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secreary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the 
work of the Convention in aided churches, cooperating with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the 
interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium 
through which the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in 
promoting the interests of evangelism in the state. It shall seek 
particularly to lead the churches aided by the Convention out into 
evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting. 

Section 8. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to 
be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call 
of the President. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising 
during the interim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass 
on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; 
provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the com- 
mittee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of 
the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases 
as have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions 
to the Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

Section 9. The duties of such other committees as shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 10. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the 
committees of the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties 
shall be paid by the Convention. 
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Section 11. The committees of the Board of Managers as early in 
the Convention year as possible shall submit to the Finance Com- 
mittee through the General Secretary a careful estimate of the money 
needed during the year for the successful conduct of the work in their 
respective departments, to be included in the budget for the Conven- 
tion work. 

Section 12. All standing committees of the Board of Managers 
shall provide for the keeping of an accurate record of their trans- 
actions in permanent form, and shall make reports to the Board when- 
ever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire 
work of the Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, including the raising of the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the 
churches, particularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity 
may occur, and seek to lead them into participation in the missionary 
work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, 
except as authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee: provided, however, that with the consent of the Finance Com- 
mittee he may in emergencies expend not more than one hundred 
($100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers for needy 
pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can con- 
cerning the work of the Convention, but shall not have the power to 
vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities 
of all the committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a care- 
ful estimate of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of 
the Convention, to be included in the unified missionary budget. 

(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the printing of the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General 
Secretary, as he and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work 
of the Convention. 
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Section 3. Secretary of Religious Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Religious Education, under the direction of 
the General Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Com- 
mittee on Religious Education, shall have special charge of the work 
of religious education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Con- 
vention, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or in- 
vesting the same as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Secretary of the Board of Managers counter- 
signed by the chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various 
funds of the Convention, and report and account to the Convention 
annually and each quarter if directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 6. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the 
Convention annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to 
the Convention through the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the 
committee shall require. 

Section 6. Collector of Missionary Funds. 

(a) The Collector of Missionary Funds shall receive all current 
contributions of churches and individuals to the Convention and 
cooperating national societies and turn same over to the Treasurer 
as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Collector shall give corporate bonds to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 7. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed 
by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the General Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no applications 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when they 
shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for at least 
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three objects of benevolence, including the work of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted 
for securing the largest possible revenues from their local con- 
stituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and 
settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive" Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the 
property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as 
the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the 
property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Convention by a majority vote. Such 
of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of Managers, 
Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of 
the Convention, after one year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear 
as The Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of 
the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any person desirous 
of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular object. 
Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be 
gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity 
rates will be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advan- 
tage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor 
for life and assures the Convention of the entire amount of money 
desired to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by 
the settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further 
information in regard to this matter. 
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The One Hundred and First Annual Session 

of 

THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION 


New Haven, Conn., October 14-15, 1924. 

The One Hundred First Annual Meeting of The Connec- 
ticut Baptist Convention was held with the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, New Haven, in the meeting-house of the 
Center Congregational Church, October 14-15, 1924. 

At 10 :00 a.m., Tuesday, October 14, President Lackey 
called the Convention to order. 

Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., secretary emeritus, had charge 
of the devotional service. For scripture lesson he read 
Isaiah 52, and then led in prayer, and all joined heartily 
in singing, “My Faith Looks Up To Thee”. 

Rev. James McGee, D.D., pastor of Calvary Baptist 
Church, gave the address of welcome. 

Dr. McGee explained the reason for the transfer of the Convention 
meetings from Calvary Baptist Church to Center CongTegational 
Church, which was due to installing new heating system and making 
other necessary repairs in his church edifice, so that they might con- 
form to the Fire Department requirements of New Haven. He public- 
ly expressed the thanks of himself and church for the courtesy and 
kindness of the Center Church. He welcomed the Convention in the 
name of Jesus Christ, and expressed the hope that the young people 
might be given a larger share in service and responsibility and that 
Christ’s ideal of stewardship may be placed before the people as never 
before; that our denomination may re-affirm its position that it has 
taken in its service for others and that they may always be found in 
the forefront of the great brotherhood of Christ’s people. He em- 
phasized the need of a new passion for souls and expressed the hope 
that the spirit of God will come into our lives, so that as we return 
the churches will feel the throb and thrill of that inspiration. 
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President Lackey said in response : 

“We are very glad for this cordial and hearty welcome. We are 
sorry that we cannot meet in the Calvary Baptist Church, for the 
Baptist atmosphere is what we like to breathe; but we are glad we 
have opened for us this splendid structure — ^this Puritan church, on 
the Green. We are glad of the hospitality of this church. We hope 
that we shall create such an atmosphere that people will want to come 
back to church again. We are glad of the welcome and trust that this 
church will be glad that we came; and that New Haven will be better 
for the coming of the Baptist forces of the state.” 


President Lackey then delivered his annual message. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 

For the seventh time it is my privilege to bring to the Convention 
the president’s annual message. The confidence imposed in me by 
the Baptists of the state in electing for this extended period of time 
as the Convention’s presiding officer is one that I appreciate most 
keenly. All in all it has been a great joy to have been associated 
with our state work in an official way during these seven great years 
of our denominational history. However the position has carried with 
it its burden of anxiety and heart-ache. 

Several changes have taken place since we last met. Dr. A. B. 
Coats, who had served the Convention as its faithful and devoted 
secretary for more than a decade and a half, owing to his advancing 
years, completed his active labors in this position May 1st, and has 
assumed an emeritus relationship. I am sure that I voice the feelings 
of all the Baptists of the state, when I say that the Convention owes 
a deep debt of gratitude to Dr. Coats for this long period of splendid 
and efficient service. When Dr. Coats assumed office the Convention 
was just recovering from the tragedy of having had its funds all 
swept away. The campaign for restoration had only replaced a part 
of our loss. During his secretaryship, our permanent funds grew to 
the splendid sum of over three hundred thousand dollars. When Dr. 
Coats assumed office the Convention had no headquarters at all. His 
first headquarters consisted of a desk occupying a rented space in an- 
other man’s office. There was not even a stenogTapher. When he 
retired the Convention had its present fine suite of office rooms, with 
three full time officials and two stenographers. God wonderfully 
prospered our work under his hands. And it was with very deep re- 
gret indeed that we found ourselves deprived of his active services. 
We hope that in the present relationship the Convention may show its 
appreciation for many years to come of the splendid service he has 
rendered. 
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However the Convention was very fortunate in securing as Dr. 
Coats’ successor one who by his position and training has become 
most intimately acquainted with our Baptist work throughout the 
state, — Rev. Elbert E. Gates. Brother Gates has had two success- 
ful pastorates in the state, and during the past five years and three 
months proceeding his becoming secretary, he had been pastor-at- 
large, thus gaining a splendid training and preparation for his new 
task. He had already wmn the confidence and affection of the Baptists 
of the state, and I am sure that I speak for all our churches when I 
say that we pledge him our loyal and whole-hearted support in his 
leadership of our Baptist forces. May God prosper our work under 
his hands. 

We have also entered a new era in our Bible School and Educa- 
tional work throughout the state with the coming of Rev. O. P. 
Campbell as director of religious education. Mr. Campbell is well 
fitted by training, experience and disposition for this work. He has 
already entered skillfully and vigorously upon his task and we are 
sure that our educational work will progTess rapidly under his leader- 
ship. 

Rev. H. B. Sloat, who was our director of promotion during the 
period of the New World Movement, and who so successfully led our 
churches in the gTeatest campaign of church giving in which our 
people ever engaged, was retained by the Board as our director, under 
the new program of missionary cooperation. Through his efforts and 
under his leadership Connecticut took her place in the front rank of 
all the states in her contributions to the New World Movement and 
we are confident that the same success will attend his efforts under 
the new plan. 

We shall have presented for our consideration during this con- 
vention period, a new Constitution. If this Constitution, prepared 
by the committee, and approved by the Board of Trustees, be adopted 
by the Convention, it will make the Board of Managers a working 
body, such as the Convention has never had heretofore. The old con- 
stitution under which we have been working was loosely hung to- 
gether, and was a growth through the years. It centered authority and 
responsibility nowhere in particular. The new Constitution will make 
the Board of Managers a unified, responsible, working body. There- 
fore great care should be exercised in the selecting of this board. Its 
membership should be made up of the most capable and efficient Bap- 
tists of the state. It will be no longer an honorary position, but a 
position demanding a sense of responsibility and a capacity for work. 
Therefore with our present Convention employees, backed up by a 
working force as that for which our new constitution provides in its 
Board of Managers, we believe that our state work is on the eve of 
great prosperity and advance. 
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The New World Movement with its inspiration and achievement has 
become history. It was the most ambitious program ever launched 
by our denomination. While we did not reach the goals that were 
set, we did establish a new mark in Christian giving, and we learned 
lessons in Christian stewardship and cooperation that, pray God, we 
shall never forget. The values of cooperative budgeting and raising 
of funds by a united appeal, have been so clearly demonstrated that 
we shall never return to the old competitive methods. Besides the 
tremendous increase in our missionary giving, the New World Move- 
ment has given us a vision of our real Baptist task that we shall never 
allow to fade, and has taught us big lessons of business administra- 
tion and cooperation that will be of untold benefit to the denomina- 
tion in the work of the future. During the last five years Northern 
Baptists have been going to school, so that now we are prepared as 
never before for an intelligent, aggressive and united advance in the 
Kingdom enterprise. 

Under the new plan of Missionary Cooperation the responsibility is 
again centered in the local church. The local church is asked to name 
the amount that it will undertake to raise for the larger interests of 
the Kingdom. But surely no church will want to beat a retreat. Sure- 
ly no church will want to lower its standard. Surely every church will 
want to set for itself a mark at least as high as that which it has been 
reaching during the last five years. Let us play the game. Let us 
not beat a retreat, but let us sound an advance. We have only made 
a beginning. We have scarcely touched our Baptist resources. Let 
us marshal our resources for God. Let every church in the state 
swing into line and with a united and mighty tread, let us march on 
to gTeater victory beyond. We have entered upon a new century of 
Baptist achievement in Connecticut. Let us make it the greatest of 
our Baptist history. 

Somehow I believe we are on the eve of greater things. True we 
are facing perils, grave and sinister. Europe is still upon the edge of 
Bolshevistic ruin, while the flames of another war seem to be smould- 
ering underneath the surface. Those who claim they know are telling 
us that the present upheaval in China is an attempt of Bolshevism to 
gain control of that mighty empire ; that Chang Tso Lin, Governor of 
Manchuria, backed up by Bolshevistic power, is engaged in an attempt 
to overthrow the Peking government, and if successful will hand the 
whole of China over to Soviet control and our own country is not free 
from the same peril. The disgraceful scenes that have transpired at 
Herrin, 111., should warn us that the danger is at our doors. Lawless- 
ness is rampant everywhere. Look at our list of murders. No other 
country under heaven has such a list. Look at our burglaries. No 
other nation shows a record blacker than ours. Look at our lynch- 
ings. No other civilized people has a record so shameful. Look at 
our divorces. Among no other people is the marriage vow held so 
lightly and nowhere is it so easily dissolved as in the United States. 
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Look at our strikes. In no other country is the conflict between capi- 
tal and labor so implacable and so bitter. And look at our long list 
of scandals, commercial scandals, social scandals, political scandals. 
One after another they come until the heart of the people is made 
sick. Every little while some new form of rottenness appears. The 
time has come for Christian people to set their faces implacably 
against these evils. The time has come for the church to fling her 
strength into the arena of everyday life. 

Too long have the men of the world beaten the church down out 
of the realm of everyday affairs. These questions that have to do 
with human welfare are religious questions. The Labor problem is a 
religious problem. The liquor problem is a religious problem. The 
question of international disarmament is a religious question. The 
question of the abolition of war is a religious question. Too long have 
these great questions of human welfare been regarded as outside the 
realm of religion. “Keep your hands off business,” has been the in- 
furiated cry of the liquor traffic every time the church has had any- 
thing to say about that nefarious evil. “Keep out of politics,” has 
been the cry of the politician every time the church or the minister 
has had anything to say about their dirty grafting political schemes. 
And whenever the church has kept silent their offense has been rank 
and smelled to heaven. If the church does not speak out on these 
things, then who is going to speak out ? If the Christian minister has 
no word of condemnation for the world’s evil, then from what source 
is condemnation to be expected ? It is the supreme task of the church 
of this twentieth century to bring religion into the realm of every- 
day life, — commercial, social, political. The church must baptize our 
commerce, our industry and our politics into the name and teachings 
of Jesus. 

And never in my opinion has the world been more ready for this 
than just now. I know that the church has been criticised and 
cudgled. It has been held up to sarcasm and scorn. It has been lam- 
basted and lampooned because of the mistakes that it has made. 
Magazine writers have written about “The Failure of Christianity,” 
and “The Passing of the Pulpit” and such kindred topics. But in 
reality that is a hopeful sign. It is a glorious tribute to the dignity 
and worth of the Christian religion. When the sun went out and all 
the stars sank in the thick darkness of world carnage, men did not 
turn to education, or to philosophy, or to statesmanship, or to diplo- 
macy, but in their distress they turned their faces toward religion and 
said reproachfully, “We had hoped that you were the one to redeem 
the world.” In the terrific storm of the world’s darkest night and in 
all the tumultuous days since, men chiding religion is a picture that 
we Christians ought never allow to fade. It shows us conclusively 
that the world knows instinctively that if salvation is to come at all, 
it must come through the religion of Jesus Christ.

The world is ripe for a revival of the faith of our fathers. In all 
the walks of life men are turning their faces toward the Cross as the 
world’s only hope. General Haig, commander of the British forces 
in the great world war, speaking recently in a conference of British 
statesmen over the present European situation, said, “In my opinion 
there is nothing that can keep us out of another war unless it be the 
Christian church. I do believe that the church can save the world 
from war.” What a challenge to the church! What a tragedy if the 
church fails! Shortly before his death, Henry Waterson, editor of the 
Louisville Journal, in an editorial in which he was speaking of the 
conditions of our own country of which I spoke a moment ago, said 
“There is only one power that can save our country from doom, and 
that is the power of the religion of Jesus Christ.” Not very long ago 
the Wall Street Journal contained an editorial headed, “Needed, a 
Revival of Religion.” And the Wall Street Journal is not exactly a 
religious paper. And Roger Babson, the great statistician whose 
financial prognostications are on every business desk in the country, 
has said that the safety of the financial world does not depend on our 
banks, howsoever massive the masonry, not on our safe deposit vaults, 
howsoever strong the steel, but the safety of the financial world de- 
pends on the character of those who are entrusted with the handling 
of our money. And Character is dependent on the churches of our 
land. 

When such statements are coming from such sources in other walks 
of life, we preachers should take courage. We hear it proclaimed 
with confidence from certain quarters that the day of the preacher is 
going; that people do not have the confidence in the preached word 
that they once had. The arguments against the preacher’s continued 
usefulness are numerous and plausible. Are not books being multi- 
plied all the time, and are not men reading more and more? Has not 
oratory been well nigh banished from the court room and our halls 
of legislation? Are not the masterpieces of devotional and theologi- 
cal literature at the disposal of all through the printing press. How 
can men be expected to go to church and sit for an hour in some stuffy 
old meeting house and listen to a sermon, when the very kings of the 
pulpit are willing to preach to them at home through the press or by 
means of the radio? Why then should the preacher be reluctant to 
acknowledge that his occupation is gone? 

Now that all sounds plausible, but it convinces no one conversant 
with the facts. For twenty years we have been listening to these 
arguments, and during all that time we have heard the churches cry- 
ing out for preachers. It is safe to say that never in the history of 
the Christian Church has the demand for able preachers been as wide- 
spread and as insistent as it is today. The preacher who really knows 
how to preach need not stand idle in the market place a single day. 

And we hear the complaint that people do not go to church as they 
once did, and that they are losing their interest in the church and the 
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gospel. I do not believe that the complaint is well-founded. The 
miracle is that they go at all ; that amid all the allurements of our in- 
tricate and complex society, this day of the moving picture, the sym- 
phonic concert, and distractions of every sort, there is one topic which 
for fifty-two weeks in the year, for one hundred years in a century, 
can draw people out to hear it discussed by men of only ordinary 
ability with themselves. A great speaker might fill the largest hall in 
New Haven on a political subject for three or four, possibly ten weeks 
running. But there is no topic but religion that can get an audience 
such as this one to which I am speaking this morning, for a year, two 
years, fourteen years, the length of time I have been in the city of 
Hartford. More than four hundred thousand sermons are preached 
in this old world of ours every Sunday, and people continue to flock 
to the house of God to hear, week after week, year after year, cen- 
tury after century. The theorists go on asserting that the day of the 
preacher is over, but the churches keep on crying “Give us preachers 
or we die.” As long as men are human they will respond to voices 
calling with the music of a gTeat love, and will be inspired and up- 
lifted by the tongue of those who have mastered the high art of per- 
suasion. 

Therefore “0 Jerusalem that bringest good tidings, lift up thy 
voice with strength. Lift it up. Be not afraid. Say unto the cities 
of Judah, Behold your God.” Larger content in our gospel. Let the 
church lift up her voice in behalf of the Constitution and law and 
order. The Constitution is being attacked these days. 

It is not a question of the Constitution or CongTess, as argued by 
one of our political candidates, but it is the Constitution or Chaos. 
We Baptists believe in the Constitution. Under the Constitution we 
have lived and prospered. Under the Constitution our country has 
become an asylum of refuge for the downtrodden and oppressed of 
all lands. The Constitution is our guarantee of liberty, — liberty of 
conscience and liberty of life. These are dear to the Baptist heart. 
Therefore we Baptists want the Contitution to abide. 

This brazen attack on the Constitution is being fostered and en- 
couraged by the attitude of those who are hostile to the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volstead Act. It is a gigantic effort on the part 
of the liquor element to legalize the selling of wine and beer. It was 
a victory for decency and order when A1 Smith and all his like were 
defeated and started on the road to political oblivion. Every added 
year the Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead Act are maintained 
only establishes them the more firmly and makes them the more im- 
pregnable. A few more years and they will be secure. Let us take 
courage and hold the fort. Let us stand by a little longer and the 
victory will be ours. 

In conclusion let me express my sincere appreciation of the good- 
will and splendid cooperation of all the members and officers in all 
our work. 
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At the conclusion of his address, President Lackey ap- 
pointed the following Committees to report this year ; —

Report of 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


The Board of Trustees to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

Greeting: — ^Your Board of Trustees respectfully submit the one 
hundred-first annual report of the activities of the Board during the 
year 1923-1924. 

Meetings of the Board 

During the year the Board has held four meetings, including a 
special meeting for the discussion of the proposed revision of the 
Constitution. There have been three meetings of the Executive 
Committee. 

Changes in the Board 

The year has been one of changes in the personnel of the Board, 
the salaried officers and denominational plans and methods. The 
Board has sustained a severe loss in the death of four of its members, 
each of whom rendered valuable service. We record with deep re- 
gret the passing of Mrs. Gertrude H. Gale, Norwich, a woman who 
was deeply interested in all the enterprises of the Kingdom, very 
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liberal in her contributions to the treasuries of the denomination and 
of devoted loyalty to her church; Eev. 0. G. Buddington, formerly 
pastor at Poquonock Bridge and a number of years a member of the 
Board, faithful in attendance, wise in his counsel, sacrificial in his 
service to the great cause of Christianity; Dr. Hobart G. Truesdell, 
headmaster of Suffield School, but recently elected to the Board, died 
suddenly in June, he was not only interested in the work of the Con- 
vention but also of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, and 
rendered a distinguished service to Suffield School; Hon. Hadlai A. 
Hull, for a number of years a member of the Board and of the 
Finance Committee, also gave liberally of his service in legal advice 
and the transferring of property bequeathed to the Convention, he 
was State’s Attorney for New London County and very prominent in 
the political, patriotic and church life of the community. These, each 
in his own way and according to his ability, rendered helpful service 
to our Convention and denomination. One member of the Board, 
Eev. M. E. Foshay, New Haven, has removed from the state. 

Secretary Emeritus 

During the year, Eev. A. B. Coats, D.D., for sixteen years Secre- 
tary of the Convention, retired and was made Secretary Emeritus. 
The Board, in recognition of the long and faithful service of Dr. 
Coats, voted him a pension of $1,800. per year, as long as he shall 
live. Dr. Coats closed his work as General Secretary, April 30, 1924. 
During his incumbency the State Convention has grown in every 
way. He assumed the office in the midst of the gathering together 
of the Eestoration Fund, when the Convention was absolutely with- 
out trust funds. He has seen the funds gTow until they now aggre- 
gate upwards of $300,000, the income of more than one-half of this 
amount is for the use of the Convention. He has seen the field force 
of the Convention grow from a lone secretary, without a stenogra- 
pher, to an office force of three or four secretaries and stenographers. 
Before his day, the Convention office was in the home of the secre- 
tary. It developed into desk room in a down town office, but his work 
grew in volume and importance until office rooms had to be secured. 
During these years intensive campaigns were put on for raising- 
money for general denominational enterprises, including the Million 
Dollar Campaign, the Victory Campaign and The New World Move- 
ment. He guided the state affairs during the changes from individual 
societies collecting all their own funds by their own representative, — 
the days of the District Secretary, until this day when the state, 
through its representative, is the collecting agent for all the denomin- 
ational funds. During his term, the budget of the Convention has 
grown from about $15,000. to over $60,000., and the State Conven- 
tions have grown from being merely local organizations to being 
recognized as important factors in denominational service. He has 
won a large and lasting place in the affection of all the Baptists of 
Connecticut. 
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General Secretary 

At the meeting of the Board in November 1923, a Committee of 
Seven was appointed to secure a general secretary to succeed Dr. 
Coats. The field was thoroughly canvassed and at the semi-annual 
meeting of the Board, held in April, the Board unanimously elected 
Rev. Elbert E. Gates as General Secretary. Mr. Gates had been an 
employee of the Board for five years as Pastor-at-Large and Secre- 
tary for Aided Churches. Mr. Gates began his service May 1, 1924, 
and carries on, in addition to the work of general secretary, his for- 
mer work. 

Secretary of Missionary Cooperation 

When the organization for carrying on the work of the New World 
Movement was set up in Connecticut, Rev. Horace B. Sloat was elec- 
ted Director of Promotion, covering the period of the New World 
Movement. That period closed April 30, this year. The Board 
elected Mr. Sloat as Secretary of Missionary Cooperation, collector of 
denominational funds and editor of “The Connecticut Baptist”. 

Secretary of Religious Education 

During the larger part of the year the Convention was without a 
Director of Religious Education. The Board authorized the Com- 
mission on Religious Education to nominate a man for the position. 
After a careful canvass and consideration, the Committee unanimous- 
ly recommended Rev. Oscar P. Campbell, Texas. He was elected and 
began his work June 1, 1924. Mr. Campbell is a native of North 
Carolina, graduate of Wake Forest College and the Crozer Theo- 
logical Seminary. He has taken post graduate work in the University 
of Pennsylvania and Yale University. He has had practical experi- 
ence in the department of religious education in colleges and churches 
in Texas. 

The details of the activities of the Department of Religious Edu- 
cation, which includes church schools, young people’s work, daily 
vacation Bible schools and Ocean Park School of Methods will be 
found in the report of the Secretary of Religious Education. 

Denominational Changes 

The Board of Promotion closed its work April 30, at the end of 
the New World Movement. In its place, the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention created the Board of Missionary Cooperation, which will 
function through the State Convention. During the period of The 
New World Movement, Connecticut made a splendid record in com- 
parison with the other states of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
larger amounts having been raised for benevolences than ever before 
in the history of Connecticut Baptists. The results on the whole have 
been very satisfactory. Detailed account of The New World Move- 
ment, with special reference to the closing year, will be found in 
the report of the Secretary of Missionary Cooperation. 
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Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society is in the budget of the 
Convention for $2,500., which is to be devoted to carrying on the need- 
ed work of that Society, largely devoted to the helping of worthy young- 
men who are seeking the training essential for the Christian ministry. 
Fuller account of the work done by this Society will be found in the 
report of the Society published elsewhere in the Annual. 

Suffield School 

Suffield School met a serious loss in the death of its headmaster, 
but was fortunate in securing as his successor. Dr. Brownell Gage. 
Suffield School for a number of years has received an appropriation 
from the State Convention to aid students, but during this last year 
the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention assumed 
responsibility for that grant, — increasing the amount to $3,000. The 
Board authorized the increasing of the state quota of $200,000. 
assigned to Connecticut by the Finance Committee of the Noidhern 
Baptist Convention, to $210,000. — $10,000. of this amount is for the 
creation of a fund to be known as The Connecticut Baptist Convention 
Endowment Fund of Suffield School, the income of which is only to 
be used, and recommended that future Boards of Trustees take similar 
action until the amount reaches $50,000. 

Connecticut Federation of Churches 

The Convention is a member of the Connecticut Federation of 
Churches and is represented by a regular appointed committee. The 
Board during the' year appropriated $300. to the work of the 
Federation. 

Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 

This Society rendered exceptionally good service during the New 
World Movement in the part which it took in the Woman’s Continua- 
tion Campaig-n. Each year it succeeded, with a very large margin, 
the quota apportioned to it by the Apportionment Committee. The 
Society had the state thoroughly organized and under the leadership 
of Mrs. J. H. Morsehead conducted a model publicity campaign. The 
Board appropriated a sum not to exceed $200. for the current ex- 
penses of the Society. 


NEW AMERICANS 

Grants have been made to fifteen missions during the year to 
sustain in carrying on the work among the “New Americans”. 
The American Baptist Home Mission Society cooperate on practically 
an equal basis with the Convention in this work. Some of these mis- 
sions present serious problems. 
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The Italian Mission Norwich, connected with the Central Church, 
has secured as its missionary Rev. Valentino Panizzoli. The Central 
Church is cooperating’ with the Home Mission Society and the Con- 
vention, paying one-half of the salary and the balance divided be- 
tween the cooperating Societies. Mr. Panizzoli began his work 
August 10. 

Italian Mission Ansonia has been without a settled missionary 
since the resignation and removal of John G. Riso. It has been sup- 
plied by Rev. A. Ventura, missionary at Waterbury. 

Italian Church New Haven, which was served by Rev. Francesco 
Sannella, became pastorless the latter part of August. The church 
has called Rev. J. E. Parrella, who has been missionary in Meriden, 
and he has accepted the call. 

Italian Meriden Mission is being served by Rev. J. E. Parrella who 
devotes a part of his time to it until his successor is secured. 

The Convention grants $1,500. a year to the running expenses of 
the Davenport House of Christian Service, New Haven, which is 
located adjacent to the Italian Church. It is under the supervision 
of the New Haven Baptist Union. The Home Mission Society, the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society and the State Convention cooperate 
with the New Haven Union in sustaining this work. 

The other Italian Missions: Hartford, Dr. A. Roca; Bridgeport, 
Rev. Biagio Isgro; Waterbury, Rev. A. Ventura are continuing their 
work. The problem of housing some of our missions will arise in the 
near future and will need serious consideration and possible expen- 
diture of money to make the work as efficient as it should be. 

Three Russian Missions in Connecticut, Hartford, Waterbury and 
Ansonia are under the pastoral care of Rev. John Daviduk. Mr. 
Daviduk was ordained to the Christian ministry during the last year. 
Through the generosity of a friend, the Central Baptist Church Hart- 
ford, and others, a linotype machine has been installed for the use 
of the Russian missionary for the publishing of his paper which is 
circulated among the Russians of United States and also sent to 
Russian people in Europe. The new machine releases much of the 
time of Mr. Daviduk which was formerly used in setting type in the 
old fashioned way. Mr. Daviduk is conducting a campaign for funds 
looking toward the securing of a suitable home for his mission in 
Hartford. The members of the mission are responding generously. 
Both the Russian and the Italian missions in Hartford sorely need 
suitable houses of worship, if they are to render a worthwhile 
ministry. 

Hungarian Church Wallingford became pastorless with the resig- 
nation of Rev. Nicholas Dulitz, removed to New York city. This 
mission carried on open air services during the summer, the Con- 
vention helping financially in making a suitable place for the meet- 
ings. Some much needed repairs have been made to the church 
property. 
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South Norwalk Hungarian Mission is being supplied by A. Kinda, 
who is a student in the International Seminary. A petition from the 
Hungarian Union asks for a full time pastor. This is being con- 
sidered by the secretaries of the Home Mission Society and the Con- 
vention. It is pleasing to note that the First Church, South Norwalk, 
is taking a financial and fraternal interest in this mission. This is 
true of several of our churches in regard to other missions, and the 
Board hopes that in the future all of our missionary work may be 
supervised by a church, through its pastor and a committee. 

Hungarian Church Bridgeport, under the leadership of Rev. Ladis- 
laus Revesz, is doing good work. In the western section of Bridge- 
port, and over the line into Fairfield, there is a large Hungarian 
section. Mr. Revesz and the Missionary Committee of the Bridgeport 
Baptist Union are anxious that a mission shall be opened in that sec- 
tion in the very near future. The lack of money in the treasuries 
of the Home Mission Society and the State Convention made it seem 
unwise to open any new work during this last year, but this work 
may be undertaken in the near future. 

There are two Slovak Missions, one in Bridgeport and the other in 
Torrington, under the leadership of Rev. J. J. Pavelda. The Bridge- 
port mission is held in the German Baptist Church, the Bridgeport 
Union and the Convention cooperating in paying the rent for the use 
of the building. (See statistical table). 

AIDED CHURCHES 

There are. two classes of aided churches: the churches which we 
are aiding in paying the interest on mortgages and loans, and 
churches in which _we are aiding in the payment of the pastors’ salar- 
ies. The Convention has made agTeements with some of the churches 
whereby they carry the interest on the mortgage for a number of 
years, on condition that a certain amount be paid on the principal 
by the church. Such arrangement has been made with the Olivet 
Church New Haven and the Montauk Ave. Church New London. 
Agreement was also made with Grand Ave. Church New Haven and 
the church at West Haven for the payment of interest on mortgages 
for a term of years. The West Haven Church is thriving and looks 
hopefully into the future. The Grand Ave. New Haven Church 
seems to be standing at the “parting of the ways”. The churches 
aided by the Convention in pastors’ salaries, see report of the Pastor- 
at-Large and statistical table. 

A SERIOUS PROBLEM 

The Calvary Church Torrington, founded under the leadership of 
Rev. P. S. Evans, who, for a number of years served this Convention 
as Secretary, a few years ago made extensive repairs — fitting its 
edifice for aggressive work in the community. This work was done 
at a time when the cost of building had reached its highest point. 
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The church is laboring under a heavy financial burden, greater than 
it is able to bear. An earnest appeal has come to the Board during 
the year. It will be presented to the new Board at an early meeting. 
The church people have carried their load valiantly and have simply 
come to the place where they feel that it is impossible for them to 
carry it further alone. It is a Baptist Church, located in a section of 
the state where there are few Baptist churches, and if helped through 
this crisis, will some day become an asset to the denomination. 

ASSOCIATIONAL MISSIONARY 

The Convention for a number of years has been cooperating with 
the Missionary Committee of the Stonington Union Association in 
the supporting of an associational missionary. Rev. Frank S. Rob- 
bins has filled that office. He serves some of the smaller churches of 
the association, holds evangelistic meetings and has had the pleasure 
of baptizing a number into the membership of these churches. This 
work grew out of a careful survey by a Committee and the recog- 
nition that these small churches could not support a pastor them- 
selves and could not long survive unless help was given. The Mis- 
sionary Committee sustained the work the first year or so from funds 
collected in the association, later applied to the State Convention for 
a grant. The Convention appropriates a sum equal to about one-half 
the salary. 

New England Baptist Conference 

The Convention, through its secretaries, has vital connection with 
the Ocean Park School of Methods, the general secretary and the 
secretary of religious education being members of the Board of 
Directors. During the last year the Convention appropriated for the 
use of the school $800. The report of the School of Methods will be 
found in the report of the Secretary of Religious Education. 

The Connecticut Baptist 

During the year “The Connecticut Baptist” has found its place and 
proven its worth. Rev. H. B. Sloat has been made the editor and 
business manager. One church pays for the subscription to every 
family in the church and has sent the names and addresses of those 
families for the mailing list. This would be a fine thing for all our 
churches to do. It would make the paper not only the. nominal but 
the real publicity agent of the Baptist interests in our state and 
country. The subscription price is 25 cents a year. The present 
subscription list is upwards of 2500. 

The Board urges upon the churches during the coming months to 
stress the vital things connected with the Christian life and Christian 
service. The report of the Evangelistic Committee is worthy of seri- 
ous consideration on the part of all the churches of our Convention. 
The denomination program, which touches all phases of our life and 
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work, should be stressed during’ the year and all our churches should 
rally to the financial support, not only of our Convention but of all 
of our missionary enterprises at home or abroad. We urge the 
churches in as far as possible to send in their gifts undesignated, as it 
seems to be the equitable way to deal with all the Societies. Each 
Society has made up its budget on strict economical lines. The leaders 
in our Societies are tried, true and safe men and women. These, in 
the light of the needs of all our work, have set a goal and have estab- 
lished a percentage for the distribution of the money according to 
budget and needs.

REPORTS FROM MISSIONARIES — “NEW AMERICANS 
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The time having arrived for the preaching of the an- 
. nual sermon, the congregation sang, “O Could I Speak 

The Matchless Worth”; Rev. Charles A. Merrill, Noank, 
led in prayer, and Rev. Charles A. Decker, Bridgeport, 
announced as his text: John 12 :20-23. The theme of the 
sermon was 

“THE ONE THING NEEDED” 

One may be permitted the' vain wish that he might have been pres- 
ent to have looked into the eyes of these Greeks when they came away 
from this interview with Jesus. It must have been like the look in 
the eyes of a lover when he has awakened to the full realization of a 
tender passion ; or like the look in the eyes of a seeker for truth when 
he has at last found the object of his search; or like the look in the 
eyes of a child when he for the first time comprehends the meaning 
of “mother”. They were not the same men as before, an interview 
with Jesus changed forever the course of their lives. 

There can be no question that when men of today think upon 
' Christianity, and the function of the church in promoting it, they are 

making to us the same appeal. The challenge to the ministry and the 
church is to reveal Jesus to the world. These words were placed on 
the front of the balcony of a great church so that, as the preacher 
in the pulpit faced his congregation, he also faced the challenge that 
was voiced by the words on behalf of the people. It would be well 
too, if they could be placed in the vestibule of every church so that 
they might confront the people as they left the place of worship to 
enter again into the surging life of the world. 

"What is it exactly that men want when they tell us that they “would 
see Jesus”. 

1. They do not mean that they would see the Jesus that lived in 
Palestine many centuries ago. Tho of course this is profitable. No 
one interested in the earthly ministry of the Master is interested in 
rejecting what history claims for him. But it is this, if this is all, that 
makes man say, “He was the best man that ever lived”, and see noth- 
ing more in him. Events and persons take on an aspect that is not 
theirs as they recede in time. We glorify the commonplace. We can- 
nonize mediocrity. Ordinary men become saints. Popular leaders 
are defied. Tho this may not apply to Jesus, who can say that in their 
enthusiasm, men did not add to and subtract from that glorious life 
as they saw him through the perspective of history. We do not need 
to rest the case here, for it is not this Jesus that men are asking to 
see. The Jesus of history has lived his life, and we need more than 
' an historical person to help us in the seething world of today. China, 
static, may rely on Confucius; but China, active, needs some other 
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dynamic for life. As an example, the Master who went about Pales- 
tine doing good is glorious, but the world needs something more than 
an example to help it to God. 

2. Nor is it the Jesus of theological controversy that the men of 
our day are anxious to see. If controversy could reveal him, even 
the blind would have no alibi. It is, of course, inevitable that we 
should try to account for Jesus in his divine relationships. No think- 
ing man is without his theology. And as time goes on we shall have 
a more adequate theology. But it is the insistence upon theological 
formulae that makes men who would otherwise unite in worship and 
service, suspect, denounce and even hate one another. The Jesus of 
theological controversy is impotent to save the world. Even the best 
that theology can do is inadequate, since the philosophy of a reality 
is inferior to the reality itself. A description of an object is far from 
being the object. Theology mixes its colors and paints the best picture 
it can, but nature is never to be reduced to dead cloth and pigments. 
Think of the futility of trying to imprison the wonderful spirit of 
Jesus in a definition! 

3. It is not the Jesus of popular mythology that can help in our 
day. We think ourselves beyond this, but more people than we would 
like to think have lost the Christ in the maze of superstition and un- 
reality. His name is used as a charm. It is handy to be able to call 
upon him in case of need or surprise. He is a hazy personality, 
brought out of the fog on occasion. This may be profitable, but cer- 
tainly it cannot be very much so. 

These are matters over which we arg-ue, and too long have we 
argued. “We would see Jesus”. What Jesus do we want to see? 

1. The Living Jesus. Living today! The idea should come as a 
revelation to those who have been worshiping a dead Christ. As it 
did to Dr. Dale when he realized for the first time that the Christ 
whom he was preaching was a living Christ, and his ministry was com- 
pletely revolutionized. As it did to Dr. Chapman, and it gave him a 
gospel of winsomeness and power. It is a thrilling word — “He ever 
liveth to make intercession for us”! What made the disciples irre- 
sistible? Was it not because they had heard their Leader say, “Lo, 
I am with you always”? Would it make any difference in our ser- 
vice and conduct if we really believed in a Jesus keenly aware of all 
that goes on among men? 

2. The Companionable Jesus. How we need him today! So great 
was the need that the soldiers in Flanders invented the “Christ of the 
trenches”. But they need not have invented him, for he is a reality. 
If we could only walk with him again as did those favored men of the 
first century, would not our hearts burn within us? It takes some- 
thing of the mystic to have this experience. But a mystical experience 
is a real one, and you cannot have religion without some degree of 
mysticism. 
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We have made Jesus too stiff, and formal, and pious. The painters 
have placed a halo on his head, and Jesus never wore one. The church 
of the Middle Ages appointed on behalf of men a group of interced- 
ing saints. But Jesus welcomed the children and talked with the com- 
mon people and with sinners. We leave him in our musty churches, 
but the disciples took him with them into the storm on the lake. What 
injustice we do the Master to thus neglect him. Jesus was a good 
fellow-traveler. He is today. Can men resist a Companion who is 
at home in the crowded thorofares of life as he is in the quiet places 
where the soul communes with God? 

3. A Victorious Jesus. Yes, victorious! “He hath sounded forth 
the trumpet that shall never sound retreat”. It is no time to take 
counsel of our fears. We shall not help the world by preaching a 
gospel of defeat. We follow no uncertain leader, nor do we engage 
in a cause of doubtful issue. When we yield to pessimistic fears we 
should stop calling ourselves follow’-ers of Jesus, for he never did. One 
of the sorely needed blessings in the church of our time is a baptism 
of confidence in the ultimate outcome of the movement started by 
the Christ. This would give her the quietness and effectiveness of 
power. 

Some have imprisoned Jesus in the Bible so that he is as lifeless as 
the pages of the book itself. Some have left Jesus behind in history, 
while the world has rolled on in its headlong way, so that he does not 
constitute a vital factor in our modern life. Some have left him upon 
a cross on a hill in Judaea, forgetting that he came down again. Some 
have set a watch at the tomb, and have reported that it has never been 
unsealed. Some have seen Jesus ascending to a far-away realm of 
glory to be seated upon a throne, far removed from the commonplace 
life of the world with its sorrows and joys, its tragedies and 
its victories. 

But we preach Jesus, living, leading, imminent in the lives of men. 
A present-day Christ, with a friendly hand, a kindly eye, and a loving- 
heart. A companion to walk with us in the hard way of life ; a fellow- 
soldier in the battle with sin; a Saviour, yes, a Saviour of the whole 
life. 


The morning session closed with the benediction pro- 
nounced by President Lackey, 
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Tuesday Afternoon 

The Convention was called to order by President 
Lackey at 2 :00 p.m. Rev. George R. Atha, Groton, led 
in singing, “Come, Thou Almighty King”, and Rev. F. S. 
Robbins, Associational Missionary, Stonington Union, 
offered prayer. 

The minutes of the morning session were read, and after 
a minor change, were approved. 

Report of the Committee on Federation of Churches 
was presented by Rev. H. B. Hutchins, Hartford, as 
follows : — 

Report of the Connecticut Federation of 
Churches to the Baptist State Convention 

October 14, 1924 


We are just completing the fifth year of our work under the present 
administration. The first year we carried the Federation through the 
disturbed conditions following the war and piloted it through the 
troubled seas of the Interchurch world movement. The second year 
we spent a great deal of our time trying to find the money to carry 
our modest budget. Thanks to the vision and help of the churches 
and our supporters in the state, we have been able increasingly to 
give more time to projects and less time to financial promotion. 

There are fifteen communities in Connecticut now supporting 
Federated churches. The oldest of these experiments is the Baptist 
and CongTegational work at Willingfon. There are two other types 
of churches in which the Federation is particularly interested. We 
attempt to assist denominational churches having a clear cut and in- 
dividual responsibility in communities where there is no church com- 
petition. Also there are a number of so-called Community churches 
within the state which have been from time to time advised by the 
Federation. 

There have been six Federation projects before us during the past 
year. Out of the six constructive work will slowly but surely prove 
the wisdom of these undertakings. We are just now most concerned 
to improve the church life at the state agricultural college at Storrs. 
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The second most important work for the Federation has been the 
assistance that we have been able to give in the direction of law en- 
forcement. In order that the conscience of New England might be 
more keenly aroused, the New England citizenship conference was 
planned and held last January in Boston. Your secretary was chosen 
as the Director of that series of meetings, which made a profound im- 
pression, not only in the metropolis of New England, but throughout 
our six New England states. This work occupied practically three 
months of the time of the Secretary. We claim some credit for hav- 
ing discovered Horace Taft of Watertown as perhaps the most potent 
speaker in favor of law enforcement in our state. He is the chair- 
man of our committee on Law Enforcement. His committee has pub- 
lished and distributed thousands of copies of addresses by Professor 
Farnam, Judge Wheeler and Judge Boardman. 

Our Committee on Rural Life and Work has during the year pub- 
lished a pamphlet on rural church work. The booklet, “The Country 
Church of Yesterday and Tomorrow” has been published and wide- 
ly distributed. A conference of rural church workers was held at 
the state agricultural college as a part of the program of Farmers’ 
Week in July. 

These are only the outstanding features of our work for the past 
year. We have had perfect co-ordination of function and program 
with the several denominational bodies, with the Connecticut Sunday 
School Association, Connecticut Bible Society, Connecticut Christian 
Endeavor Union, the State Y.M.C.A. and the several temperance or- 
ganizations. 

The officers and the Secretary of the Federation desire to voice their 
appreciation of the help given to the program of the Federation by 
the Baptist State Convention and Baptist churches and individuals 
throughout the state. With the oldest state federation just at our door 
in Massachusetts and with the newest state federation now being- 
brought to life in New York state, we believe that the church people 
of Connecticut must have a certain degree of pride in the work which 
they have so generously sponsored. 


Voted, That the report be accepted and placed on file. 

Rev. Morris E. Ailing, Executive Secretary, Connecticut 
Federation of Churches, was introduced and presented 
the plans of the Financial campaign in connection with 
the Congregational Church, which is the church home of 
Storrs Agricultural College, and urged that all the Pro- 
testant denominations in the state assist by gift and noti- 
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fication to the pastor of the church the names of the young 
people in the college, to the end of making the church, 
the home and a useful influence in their lives during their 
college course. The request of Mr. Ailing was referred 
to the Committee on Resolution. 

Rev. A. P. Solandt was introduced and spoke briefly of 
the work of the Lord’s Day League. 

Miss Mary L. Howard, Hartford, President of the 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, gave an 
address on “Survey and Outlook”. At the close of her 
address. President Lackey invited Miss Howard to pre- 
side and introduce the following speakers. 

Mrs. Nathan R. Wood, Vice-President of the W.A.B.F.M.S,, who 
spoke on the topic “When East Meets West”, in which she referred 
to the work in West China, over the mountains of Burma and Assam 
and Africa. 

Mrs. George W. Coleman, President of the W.A.B.H.M.S., who 
spoke on “The Needs of Today and the Hope of Tomorrow”. She 
also spoke of the Golden Anniversary which is to be launched next 
year to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the life of the W.A.B. 
H.M. Society. 

Rev. George R. Atha led in singing “The Church’s One 
Foundation”. 

The Convention offering amounted to $62.86. 

Rev. Charles L. White, D.D., New York, Executive 
Secretary of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
was introduced and spoke on “The Spiritual Conquest of 
America”. 

The session adjourned after benediction by President 
Lackey.

STATE DIRECTOR OF PROMOTION 


The last ten years constitute, in all probability, the most remark- 
able decade in human history. The period will be remembered, 
primarily, as having given birth to a new world-consciousness. The 
Christian Church was not slow to recognize “The Challenge of a 
Changing World”. Great movements enlisted the cooperation of 
Christian forces for the betterment of mankind. Baptists took their 
place in the line of advance and endeavored to make their contribu- 
tion for humanities good through the New World Movement. 

Under the inspiring leadership of Dr. J. Y. Aitchison, whose de- 
votion, vision and spirit, stamped him a Christian statesman, the 
churches of the Northern Baptist Convention through the New World 
Movement gave more than thirty-nine millions of dollars for objects 
within the united budget — being nearly eighty percent, of the amount 
pledged. This amount together with income from invested funds and 
special gifts reached the magnificent sum of more than sixty millions 
of dollars during the period of the New World Movement in support 
of denominational enterprises. Of this achievement Baptists may 
well be proud. Connecticut Baptists share in both the pride and the 
achievement. 


A' Comparative Statement 


To appreciate what the Baptist churches of this state did during 
the New World Movement, as revealed by figures, one should divide 
the decade referred to, in the middle and compare the first five years 
with the last five years to discover the advance made. For the five 
years preceding the New World Movement our churches raised for 
all purposes $1,872,313.75, of which amount $410,719.16 was for 
benevolences. During the five years embraced in the New World 
Movement our churches raised for all purposes more than $3,000,000., 
of which amount $1,070,849.17 was for benevolences.

Cost of Promoting Program of 
N.W.M. for entire period 

It is interesting to note the cost of promoting- the New World Move- 
ment program in this state during the years 1920-1924, the years the 
promotion department functioned. The average yearly collection for 
this period was $251,456.45. The average yearly cost of promotion 
was $7,441.45. By the simple rule of percentage, one discovers that 
the overhead of the promotion department was less than three per- 
cent per annum. This is an exceedingly small overhead in the light 
of the returns secured. Our state was one of two, who collected more 
money than the amount pledged by the churches. In this connection 
we should not overlook the fact that as a result of the promotional 
activities of this period, there is reflected an increase in the giving 
of the churches for local and community purposes, which makes the 
returns on the investment thereby even larger than the amount shown 
in strictly benevolent receipts. One other factor of importance to 
bear in mind in connection with the cost of promotion is that in no 
year during the period of the N.W.M. did we overrun our budget for 
promotional expenses, in fact we were able to report a balance each 
year.

Field Activities 

By the aid of the pastors and officials of the various Associations, 
the program was kept before the churches through stated and special 
meetings, at which missionaries and representatives of the various 
Boards brought messages of inspiration. During the last year of the 
New World Movement, the Director traveled more miles and visited 
more churches in the interests of the program than any previous year 
in the campaign. The year’s activities for 1923 began with a setting- 
up conference held in the First Church, New London, September 14. 
The outstanding feature of the year’s promotional activities was the 
Bible and Missionary Conference held in Calvary Baptist Church, New 
Haven, November 12 to 14, at which was registered 1325 representa- 
tives from the churches. The state forces were assisted in setting up 
this conference by Rev. W. E. Woodbury of Minneapolis, now of 
Massachusetts, and Rev. A. E. Rapp of New Jersey. The cooperation 
of the Central Committee in New Haven made for the success of the 
conference. The team consisted of Rev. C. A. Brooks, D.D.; Dr. 
Helen Barrett Montgomery; Dr. W. E. Witter; Dr. J. Y. Aitchison, 
General Director; Dr. Joseph C. Robbins; Dr. Herbert B. Grose; Rev. 
Harold G. Phillips and Miss Jessie Burrall. The team brought to our 
con.stituency a wealth of information and inspiration and our whole 
work was gTeatly re-enforced. 

Baptist Laymen 

Increased interest has developed on the part of the laymen in our 
denominational work. We have a State Layman’s Council, consisting 
of a representative from each Association, which has stood ready to 
further any plans suggested by the National Council. On the Sunday 
preceding the Bible and Missionary Conference, William Travers 
Jerome, Jr., New York, President of the Baptist Layman s Council, 
spoke to a large group of laymen in Calvary Church. It is hoped that 
the Layman’s National Congress to be held sometime during this year, 
will bring something definite to our laymen to enable them to yoke up 
more closely with the general program in our churches. 

Our Women 

The final year saw the women of our state to the front in the Con- 
tinuation Campaign, again leading all the states in the amount of 
money raised. The sum reaching $57,140.98. The loyalty of our 
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women in the New World Movement, as well as their cooperation, 
enabled the state to reach its high goal. Their efforts have been 
greatly appreciated and their continued cooperation is most heartily 
solicited. 

An Observation 

The year 1920-1921 stands out in the New World Movement as the 
year of gTeatest achievement. In that year we did the greatest 
amount of promotional work. We spent more money to do it. The 
results were: — the greatest amount of money raised for both local 
and benevolent w’ork; the largest number of baptisms and the great- 
est actual gain in the membership of the churches. Could we have 
maintained the pace, the story of our achievements would have been 
still more glowing. 

New World Movement Gains 

1. Our churches brought into a closer working unit with a more 
sympathetic appreciation of our denominational task. 

2. The churches discovering the value of a wise use of literature 
and the stereopticon as educational agencies in promoting all phases 
of a united program. 

3. The state office now maintaining a literature department and 
stereopticon depository. 

4. An increase in the giving of the churches to benevolences of 
more than 150 percent. 

5. The per capita giving of our membership for benevolences 
reaching the high point of $10.69. 

6. The largest amount of money raised for all purposes in the 
history of our Convention. 

7. An “Every Member Plan” at once, scriptural, practical and 
effective, which can be adapted to any church for enlisting the 
cooperation of the whole church in doing the whole task. 

8. The concreting of budgets of all National Societies, Boards 
and State Conventions so that churches can see what their money is 
being used for. 

9. An experience, since the State has become the unit of organ- 
ization, which seems to show that a cooperative program will be more 
effective when built around the local church in such fashion as to per- 
mit of the evangelistic, missionary and educational work being so cor- 
related that a unified progTam may be presented to the local church. 

Conclusion 

The New World Movement, as such, is now a matter of history. It 
was a worth while undertaking, in which Connecticut Baptists ac- 
quitted themselves honorably. As one who has been intimately con- 
nected with the Movement, I cannot close this report without ex- 
pressing my deepest appreciation to Dr. A. B. Coats, who led our 
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forces during the years under consideration, for his kindly suggestion 
and help in all our plans and undertakings. To all others in the 
office and on the field, whose interest and cooperation has helped to 
make possible the gTand showing of the churches, we express our 
everlasting gratitude.

The Connecticut Baptist, our State Convention paper, has com- 
pleted two years of its existence. The paper seems to be meeting 
with favor in the constituency. The subscription list has reached 
2625. We have had more than 250 new subscribers this year. Our 
subscription list is growing all too slowly. The churches have not 
yet taken the matter of the state paper seriously. Again we recom- 
mend placing in the budget an amount sufficient to furnish every 
family in the church with the paper. The paper aims to cover our 
local field more generally than either of the weekly denominational 
papers. We urge, however, a larger subscription to our periodicals. 
We are continuing on our mailing list a number of subscribers who 
have not paid their renewals, in the hope that they may do so, and 
thus help support the paper that seems to have made a place for it- 
self in the constituency.

The Pastor-at-Large respectfully submits his sixth annual report. 
During the last year his duties, as heretofore, have included the duties 
of secretary for aided churches, assisting pastorless churches to get 
in touch with candidates, looking up the records of applicants, coun- 
seling with the churches and committees, preaching on Sundays in 
various churches, serving on committees in the denominational and 
interdenominational organizations. During the first six months of 
the year, he devoted his full time to the service of the office as pastor- 
at-large. In April, he was elected General Secretary and took over 
the duties of that office May 1st. Since then, he has been combining 
the work of the two offices. 

Aided Churches. The Convention during the past year has aided 
in paying the salaries of the pastors in twenty-two churches. Some 
of these have had settled pastors on the fields, others have aided 
in securing the ministry of pastors in nearby larger churches. 
The work of the year in these churches has been as usual. A few 
of the churches are apparently gradually disappearing, others which 
the Convention aided are flourishing and giving great promise of be- 
coming strong churches in the coming years. Among the aided 
churches ministered to in one way or another are the: 

German Baptist Church Bridgeport, Rev. Emil Berger pastor. This 
church is making efforts to reduce its indebtedness on the new church 
building and will, no doubt, as soon as that is done become a self- 
supporting church. The people are responding to the splendid leader- 
ship of the pastor. 

Canton for the last four years has been supplied by Rev. A. H. 
Carpenter, who has rendered acceptable service. This service is 
available because Mr. Carpenter is in business in Hartford and will- 
ingly renders this service to the church. 

North and South Colehrook is served by Rev. Samuel Johnson, 
pastor of the Winsted church. This arrangement has obtained for 
several years. The parsonage at North Colebrook has been repaired 
this year. At South Colebrook the pastor was assisted by the pastor- 
at-large in evangelistic meetings in the autumn. 

Colchester. The Convention contributes a small sum to the sup- 
port of Mrs. Remington as a church visitor. The church has been 
supplied by a Baptist student from the Hartford Theological Semin- 
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ary, Rev. W. F. Johnson, during the year. During the summer, the 
building was partially wrecked in a wind storm. Through the gen- 
erosity of Deacon L. C. Brown, contributions from people in the 
church and the community — including the Episcopal congTegation 
which worship in the building, the building was completely restored 
and bills all paid. 

Danbury New Hope Church, Rev. J. Edward Harris pastor. This 
church held gala day September 14th. An afternoon service was 
held in the auditorium of the Danbury church in keeping with the 
occasion. The cornerstone was laid that afternoon. Mr. Harris and 
his faithful gToup have worked long and patiently, contributed free- 
ly to missionary objects at the same time they were trying to collect 
money for building purposes. The people of Danbury, Baptists and 
other denominations, have contributed to this work. The State Con- 
vention is also helping. The building will probably be completed 
early in 1925. 

Dunham Memorial, Mansfield Depot, Rev. J. W. Carpenter pastor, 
has had a good year. This little church entertained the Ashford 
Association in September. 

Eastford and Westford Churches, served for two years by Rev. 
Norman M. Bloore who resigned and entered the Southwestern 
Seminary at Fort Worth, Texas. The church is being served by Her- 
bert C. Plumb, a graduate of Gordon Bible School. A recent com- 
munication is of interest: “The Eastford church observed Laymen’s 
Sunday. Several minute men participated. Attendance, forty-two — 
half of them men and boys.” The pastor is well pleased with the 
financial response of the men and looks forward hopefully to increas- 
ing interest in the welfare of the church and its services. 

Fitchville Church which was pastorless for several months, after 
the resignation of Rev. W. D. Hetheringfon, were fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of Rev. J. F. Speerli. The church is making fine pro- 
gress under his leadership. The building was partially destroyed by 
fire, but has been repaired and the services renewed. Mr. Speerli, 
during the summer, conducts services in the little Scott Hill Church. 

Hartford, Blue Hills Church is making splendid progress under the 
leadership of Rev. Ivan H. Benedict. The church, through the kind- 
ness of “A Friend”, has secured an adjacent lot which gives room 
for the enlargement of its plant, which present circumstances indicate 
will be necessary in the near future. During the year the church 
has reduced its askings from the Convention and expects, the be- 
ginning of 1925, to be absolutely self-supporting. 

Howard Valley Church which was served for a number of years 
by Rev. B. F. Nye, but for sometime has had no worship are now 
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having services, being supplied by Rev. A. A, Gates, pastor of the 
Hampton Congregational church. The Convention is cooperating 
with the church in remunerating him for his work. 

Lake's Pond Church. The pastor-at-large has conducted occasional 
services during the winter months. In the summer, the services of 
Rev. Geo. H. Strouse, pastor of the First church, Waterford, were 
secured. Mr. Strouse is conducting Sunday afternoon services and 
will do so as long as weather conditions permit. 

Ledyard Church. This old church is being served by Mr. Chas. C. 
Zabriskie, superintendent of the Preston City church, who conducts 
a Sunday school and preaches occasionally to the people. He antici- 
pates holding a series of evangelistic meetings in the near future. 

Milford, Rev. Edward Blackwell pastor, has had a good year. Mr. 
Blackwell has been taking a correspondence course under the tutor- 
ship of a neighboring pastor. 

Naugatuck, Rev. F. C. Lamb pastor, keeps on the even tenor of its 
way. Mr. Lamb has served this church for several years. 

New London, Montauk Ave. Church, Rev. Horatio J. Chase pastor. 
The Convention is assisting this church, located in the residential 
part of New London, on its pastor’s salary and also interest on its 
mortgage. During the year substantial payments have been made 
on the mortgage, — ^the church looking forward to wiping it out com- 
pletely. 

Norwich, Mt. Calvary, Rev. G. G. McGee pastor, is one of the new 
churches to receive aid during the last year. The pastor came from 
the Southland. 

Sterling Hill continues the arrangement made several years ago 
with Rev. C. S. Nightingale, pastor of the Union Plainfield church. 
Both, pastor and the church, have been happy in this service. 

East Thompson Church is another of our churches being combined 
with a stronger church, it being served by Rev. J. C. Stoddard of 
Putnam. 

Waterbury Second Church, Rev. Arthur E. Harris pastor. For a 
number of years the church, which owns a fine church edifice and a 
comfortable parsonage, has been served by students from Yale 
Divinity School. The church people, whilst they enjoyed the services 
of the splendid young men, were advised by the late student pastor, 
and others, that it would be better for the church to have a full time 
pastor. With the aid of the Convention, Mr. Harris, a graduate of 
Rochester Theological Seminary, accepted the call and took up his 
work at the close of the Seminary year. 
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West Hartford Church is pastorless since the resignation of Eev. 
G. F. Wortley. The church secured Dr. A. B. Coats as summer sup- 
ply, and recently engaged him as stated supply for six months. Dur- 
ing this time, the church will be “finding itself”, preparing plans for 
future aggressive work. Its future should be a bright one. 

West Haven, Rev. Bernard D. Adams pastor, said good-bye to Rev. 
Wm. H. Wakefield in the early spring time, and issued a call to the 
present pastor, who located with them early in the summer. This 
loyal group of workers always makes progress. 

OTHER CHURCHES. The Old Lyme Church, which has held no 
services for a number of years, voted early in the Convention year 
to disband after disposing of its funds to the Convention. The funds, 
which included cash for sale of parsonage, money in savings bank, 
cash and mortgage on church property, are held by the Convention 
as a fund, known as “The Old Lyme Fund”. The Convention is to 
hold the principal, with the use of the interest, for 20 years, subject 
to any Baptist work being opened in the town. At the expiration of 
20 years, the fund becomes the unrestricted property of the State 
Convention. 

East Lyme has secured the services as pastor of Rev. P. S. Collins. 
Mr. Collins has served several of the churches in Connecticut during 
his career. The church has been thoroughly repaired during the sum- 
mer and was re-opened for worship Sunday, October 5th. 

Essex has been pastorless since the resignation of Rev. A. E. Pero. 
The church, in fact the whole community, have been agitated over 
the advisability of combining the CongTegational, Methodist and 
Baptist churches into a federated church. The Congregationalists 
called a pastor, and thus dropped out of the movement. The propo- 
sition was then made of a federation between the Methodist and the 
Baptists. The Baptist church is divided in its opinion concerning the 
matter and it is still in abeyance. The church is being supplied by 
Rev. G. C. Chappell. 

Clinton, pastorless since the resignation of Rev. C. H. Frederick, 
has also been wrestling with the subject of federation. A similar 
condition has obtained as that at Essex, three churches being con- 
sidered. Here, the Methodists called a minister, thus dropping out 
of the consideration. The Clinton congregation are divided in 
opinion and undecided as to its action. It has voted to lay the propo- 
sition on the table for the present. This church has been served dur- 
ing the summer by Rev. E. W. Potter, Guilford. 

Chester Church became pastorless through the death of Rev. 
Samuel Delzell. Since that time, up to the 1st of October, Mrs. Del- 
zell served the church, being a very acceptable preacher. The church 
is looking for a pastor. 
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Voluntown is being served by Rev. E. E. Scales, Jewett City. 
Voluntown is seven miles from Jewett City and has a fine state road. 
Mr. Scales is rendering an acceptable service to the church and com- 
munity. 

Bridgeport Calvary Church has been struggling along through 
several years. It has been a problem. The church is facing the pos- 
sibility of disbanding, the members locating in one of the other Bap- 
tist churches in Bridgeport and turn over its property to the State 
Convention. This neat church edifice could be used as a home for 
some of our work among the “New Americans”. 

New Haven Grand Avenue. This church has been pastorless since 
the resignation of Rev. P. L. Cosman, but it has been fortunate in 
the supplies that it has had during the interim. The future of this 
church is problematic. The question has been raised as to the ad- 
visability of using the church as a center for religious and social ac- 
tivities among the “New Americans”. 

Montowese has been served by good students for a number of years. 
In the springtime, the church suggested the possibility of securing 
a full-time minister, and under such leadership — making the church, 
which is the only one in the community, of greater service to the 
whole village, putting on a community program and seeking to win 
the sympathetic support of all who are interested in the Kingdom 
of God in that vicinity. 

The Cromwell Church also faces anew the problem of the advisabil- 
ity of closing its doors, turning over its property to the State Con- 
vention and its membership joining the Middletown church, which is 
about two miles away and has good trolley connection. 

Norwich Third has been served during the year by George R. Fer- 
guson, student, who has resigned and has enrolled in the South- 
western Seminary, Louisville, Ky. This church has re-decorated its 
auditorium, taken its every member canvass for missionary offerings 
and judging by the returns, it will raise its full quota. 

Willington became pastorless with the resignation of Rev. W. V. 
Allen, who went to Deep River. The Willington church was fortu- 
nate in securing as its pastor Rev. E. E. Sundt, who gTaduated in the 
spring from Crozer Seminary. He was ordained at a council held with 
the First church New London, where he was a member. Mr Sundt is 
putting on a community program and the church is flourishing under 
his leadership. 

Changes in the Ministry are as follows : — by death 2 ; ordinations 
2; removals outside the state 10; changes within the state 6; resigned 
without charge 2; new pastors 17; churches supplied by students dur-

ing the year 7 ; churches served by nearby pastors of other denomin- 
ations 5. There are 8 pastorless churches (this does not include the 
extremely weak churches). 


The pastor-at-large in making his last report, as pastor-at-large, 
wishes to express his sincere gratitude to the Board of Trustees and 
the Convention for the high honor conferred on him when, over five 
years ago, they invited him to take up this work. It has been five 
years of pleasant service. He is grateful for the courteous reception, 
which he has received from all the churches, which he has sought to 
serve and is proud to count among his friends a large number of 
sterling devoted Baptist folks scattered throughout the state. He has 
great admiration for the patience and the consecration of many earn- 
est men and women in the smaller churches, who can gain no enthusi- 
asm from numbers but, who — week after week, throughout the years, 
face the serious problem of keeping open for worship and service the 
churches of which they are members. The experience he has gained 
in these five years has been of great value to him personally and he 
trusts that his service has been beneficial to the work of the Kingdom. 
He also wishes to express his great appreciation for the privilege of 
serving the Convention under the direction of Dr. Coats. These have 
been years of pleasant fellowship unmarred by differences. He will 
ever have pleasant memories of the time when they served together 
in Connecticut.

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Report of the 

COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 


The outstanding feature of our denominational life during the past 
year to which the Committee on Ministerial Standing would call at- 
tention is the ordination of Brother Edwin E. Sundt to the pastorate 
of the Church in Willington. The method pursued in this case seemed 
to some of us so nearly ideal for Baptist Churches that it will not be 
out of place for it to find mention in this report. Mr. Sundt was a 
member of the First Baptist Church of New London. The steps taken 
in the process of his ordination were as follows: — 

1. The question was brought before the Deacons who recomended 
that the Church call a council to advise about the ordination of Edwin 
E. Sundt, the procedure to follow the plans suggested by national and 
state bodies of Baptists; 

2. The church sought and received the approval of the State Com- 
mittee on Ministerial Standing for the calling of a council ; 

3. A meeting of the Associational Committee on Ordination was 
called which invited Mr. Sundt to meet them in New London. After 
careful examination this Committee endorsed the desire of the Church 
to call a council; 

4. A council was called for Friday, April 4, 1924, inviting dele- 
gates from all the churches of the New London Association and from 
neighboring churches across the river which belong to another Asso- 
ciation and are yet closely identified in life and work with the New 
London Association. The State Convention was asked to send dele- 
gates and all the members of the Committee on Standing were in- 
vited. Postal cards were sent for-reply as to the names of the dele- 
gates. The replies were tabulated and duplicated, a copy being ready 
for the moderator and the clerk. The council was called for Friday. 
NO MENTION WAS MADE OF ANY PLANS FOR ORDINATION. 
It was stated in the letter that we did not desire to ordain Mr. Sundt 
on Friday evening as we wished the council to act without embarrass- 
ment; 

5. After the council had approved of the ordination of Mr. Sundt, 
plans were definitely made for the ordination on the following Sun- 
day evening. Notice was then given to the public of the action of the 
council and that the ordination would take place accordingly. 

We give this detailed description of this ordination that the Con- 
vention may have a record of one case in which every effort was made 
to insure that the candidate should have such qualifications as would 
in all probability assure his permanent acceptibility and usefulness 
in the denomination. 
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During the year the secretary of the Committee devised a plan for 
the registration of all the ministers in the State in order that there 
might be preserved in the Convention office a full record of those 
items relating to the life and service of our ministers a knowledge of 
which our churches are justified in having. This plan received the 
approval of the Committee and of the Convention officers. Steps were 
at once taken to put this plan into operation when a change in the 
professional plans of the secretary caused delay. It is hoped that in 
the near future this or some similar plan may be put into operation. 

Full reports of other ordinations than that of Brother Sundt have 
not reached the committee. They will undoubtedly be noted in other 
reports which will come before the Convention.

OBITUARY REPORT 

Each year as we gather for the State Convention we miss some 
faces that have become familiar and dear to us. We feel the poorer 
because they have been taken from us, but we can rejoice to think 
they have entered their well earned rest and are now enjoying the 
privilege of dwelling forever with their Saviour. Of the nine ministers 
who are resting from their labors one was about 55, one 60, and the 
others had reached the three-score and ten or passed that mark, so 
they had had an opportunity for long and faithful service for him 
whom they loved. 
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Rev. Arthur S. Burrows, D.D. 

Rev. A. S. Burrows was a native of England, coming to America 
when he was 13 years old. He was ordained at Greenpoint, N. Y. 
His pastorates have been at Flushing, in the borough of Queens, N. Y., 
Passaic, N. J., Rainbow, Conn., 1878-1880; South Church, Worcester, 
fourteen years; First Church, Charlestown, seven years; Immanuel, 
Cambridge, and Bethany Church, Roxbury. He was a man of God, 
an excellent preacher, a faithful pastor, and a sincere and devoted 
Christian. His friendliness with men of all conditions was a marked 
feature of his ministry. He passed from this life Oct. 30, 1923 at his 
home in Brookline, Mass. 

Rev. Donald D. Monro, D.D. 

Nov. 22, 1923 Rev. D. D. Monro passed to his reward. He was in 
his sixtieth year, and was active up to the hour of his death. He 
preached the night of his death in the Bible conference in Reading, 
Penn., after preaching he went to his hotel and retired. He was 
found dead in his bed. Mr. Monro was born, reared, and educated in 
Scotland. He had served in the ministry with fine success. His first 
pastorate in this country was in Governeur, N. Y. Other pastorates 
were Little Falls, N. Y., The First Church, East Orange, N. J., : Cal- 
vary Church, New Haven, Conn., 1906-9 ; Calvary Church, Kansas 
City Mo., 1911-1920. He retired from the active pastorate to devote 
his life to Bible conferences and evangelistic work. 

Rev. Julius Brown Robinson 

Rev. J. B. Robinson was born at Lebanon, Conn., Jan. 24, 1842 
and passed to his eternal reward Jan. 6, 1924 at Damariscotta, Me. 
He was a graduate of the Connecticut Literary Institution, and of the 
Newton Theological Institution in the class of 1873. His pastorates 
were, Milford, Mass., 1873-74 and 1875-79; Fisherville, N. H. 1879- 
81; West Springfield, Mass., 1881-84; Riverside Church, Borough of 
Manhattan, City of New York, 1884-85 ; Leominster, Mass., 1886-88 ; 
North Billerica, Mass., 1888-91; Andover, Conn., 1892-96; West Boyl- 
ston. Mass., 1896-1904; and Turner’s Falls, Mass., 1904-12. At the 
age of seventy he retired from his active work, and lived quietly doing 
some writing for the press, and other literary work, which he always 
enjoyed. Mr. Robinson came of a long line of Baptist ministers, 
being the eighth in the line. The funeral services were held in the 
Pine Street Church in Milford, where on July 2, 1873, nearly fifty-one 
years before, he was ordained to the ministry. 

Rev. T. Edwin Brown, D.D. 

In the death of Rev. T. Edwin Brown, who passed away Jan. 27, 
1924, the denomination loses an honored and able minister of the old 
school. Possessing a physical and mental vigor unusual in a man of 
his years. Dr. Brown enjoyed good health until shortly before his 
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death, which occurred at the home of his daughter in Independence, 
Kansas. Dr. Brown was born in Washington, District of Columbia, 
Sept. 26, 1841. 1861 he was graduated as valedictorian of his class 

from Columbia University, Washington. 1862 he became the pastor 
of the Tabernacle Church, Borough of Brooklyn where he remained 
seven years. His other pastorates were: Second Church, Rochester, 
N. Y., 1869-82; First Church, Providence, R. I., 1882-90; First Church, 
Franklin, Penn., 1896-1904; New Britain, Conn., 1904-15. He had 
fifty-four continuous years of active service in the ministry. He was 
a man of fine scholarship, and his sermons were notable for their 
simplicity, directness, and clarity. The University of Rochester con- 
ferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1876, and in 
1921 the George Washington University honored him with the degree 
Doctor of Humane Letters. The most striking thing about Dr. Brown 
was his lovableness as a man, and his sincere simplicity as a friend. 

Rev. Samuel W. Delzell 

Rev. Samuel W. Delzell died very suddenly at Chester, Feb. 1, 1924. 
He was born at Rogersville, Mo., August 6, 1853; graduated from 
Drury College, Mo., 1881, and from Yale Divinity School 1888. His 
pastorates were: Moosup, 1893-98; Clinton, 1899-1903; Hebronsville, 
Mass., Union City, Conn., Oct. 1911-16; Chester, March 5, 1916 to 
Feb. 1, 1924. He was well known in Chester and surrounding towns, 
and beloved by all his parishioners. He was a man of high and noble 
ideals always working and striving for the best for his church and the 
community. His pleasant voice and cheerful smile greeted every one 
regardless of race or creed. 

Rev. David Thomas MacClymont 

At Niagara Falls, N. Y., Feb. 11, 1924 Rev. D. T. MacClymont 
passed from earth. He was born at Birmingham, Eng., April 26, 1850. 
First united with the Central Baptist Church, New York City; gradu- 
ated from Colgate University 1873 and from the Seminary 1874. He 
was ordained at Stillwater, N. Y., in the fall of 1874. His partorates 
were: Stillwater, N. Y. ; Hackensack, N. J.; Clean, N. Y.; Williams- 
port, Penn.; Newark, N. J. ; Fairport, N. Y. ; Stoningfon, Conn., 1901- 
04; North Tonawanda, N. Y. For several years he was an invalid and 
a great sufferer. 

Rev. Osmer Gilbert Buddington 

Rev. O. G. Budding-ton was born at Center Groton May 30, 1850 
and died at West Mystic April 2, 1924. He was graduated from the 
Mystic Valley Institute in 1877 and from Crozer Theological Semin- 
ary in 1880. He was ordained at Florence, N. J. in 1880 and held 
pastorates at: Florence, N. J., 1880-85; Wilmington, Del., 1885-1904; 
Poquonock Bridge, 1904-1913, and again 1916-22. Whilst at Wil- 
mington a new brick church was built. For quite a number of years 
1910-1924 he was on the Board of Trustees of the Connecticut Bap- 
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tist Convention. He was a genuinely good man, of high ideals, kind- 
ly and gentle in his manner, yet a forceful and interesting preacher, 
ever zealous for the welfare of his people; everywhere he gave evi- 
dence of the faith he professed. 

Rev. William Almor Spinney, D.D. 

Rev. W. A. Spinney was born at Nictaux, Nova Scotia June 12, 
1852. First united with .the Warren Avenue Baptist Church, Boston, 
Mass. Graduated from Colgate University 1877 and from Newton 
Theological Seminary 1880; was ordained at North Scituate, Mass., 
March 25, 1880. His pastorates were: North Scituate, Mass., 1880- 
84 ; Duluth and Owatonna, Minn. ; Elyria and Cleveland, Ohio ; Beloit 
and Milwaukee, Wis. From 1902-04 he was pastoral Evangelist with 
the New Jersey State Convention, residing in Newark. He then be- 
came pastor at Walling-ford, Conn., March 1904-Jan. 1910; during 
this pastorate he studied a year at Yale Divinity School; and later was 
engaged in the insurance business in St. Louis for a year. Later he 
held the pastorate of the Belmont Avenue Baptist Church, Philadel- 
phia; was connected for a time with Peddie Institute at Hightstown, 
N. J. ; served as pastor of Grace Baptist Church, Brooklyn, N. Y. for 
five years. At the time of his death he was pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church in Babylon, and Secretary of the New York Baptist Min- 
isters’ Conference. Colgate conferred the degree of Doctor of Divin- 
ity upon him in 1913. Whilst some of his pastorates were short he 
secured good results in nearly all of them. He was called home from 
Babylon, N. Y., May 5, 1924. , 

Rev. William Franklin Rowley 

Rev. W. F. Rowley was born at Wading River, Long Island, July 
31, 1868; first united with the church at Dedham, Mass., 1884; was 
gTaduated from Colby College, Waterville, Me., 1894, and later was 
graduated from Newton Theological Seminary. He was ordained at 
North Grafton, Mass., May 21, 1895, and held pastorates at: North 
Grafton, Mass.; Union City, Penn.; Middletown, Conn., 1902-05; 
Newark, N. J. ; Baltimore, Md. ; Willimantic, Conn., 1912-15; South- 
ampton; and Lansdale, Penn. Through life he has been hampered 
by a heart trouble, yet gave himself freely to his work; and his un- 
tiring efforts and willingness to help the church, probably, hastened 
his death. He was thoroughly grounded in the faith, and the churches 
bear witness to his stewardship. After months of illness he passed 
away at the home of his brother-in-law at Coram, Long Island. 

Rev. Archibald S. Brown 

Rev. A. S. Brown suffered a stroke of paralysis, and after a little 
more than a week of illness, passed to his reward Sept. 9, 1924. He 
was born in Bradford County, Pa., in 1844. He received his early 
education in that place, then came to Hartford, Conn., and eng-aged 
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in business, but supplied the church at Rockville in 1886; whilst sup- 
plying at Rockville he was ordained in Hartford. He studied at New- 
ton Theological Seminary. Was pastor at the First Norwich Church, 
1889-1897. His later pastorates were: Clinton, Mass.; Ilion, N. Y., 
where he remained ten years and did a great work. In Sept. 1912 
he took up the work in the Immanuel Church, Utica, N. Y., and had 
rounded out twelve years of strenuous work, which resulted in doub- 
ling the membership, and the lifting of a burdensome mortgage. For 
forty years Mr. Brown served the Lord in the ministry and had not 
missed a single appointment. 

Rev. John Newton Shipman 

Rev. J. N. Shipman died at the home of his son at Walpole, Mass., 
following a lingering illness. He was born at Townshend, Vt., 73 
years ago. He completed a course of study at Colgate University, 
and then accepted a call to the church at Moosup, Conn., and remained 
from 1879-1884. Other pastorates were in Mass., at Peabody six 
years, Blaney Memorial, Dorchester six years, and Athol four years. 
For some years he was compelled to give up his work on account of 
severe eye trouble; but later he was pastor at the Brookville Church 
in Holbrook. He was a student of the bible, sincere in his work and 
a preacher of forceful ability. 

Rev. Charles C. Smith 

Rev. C. C. Smith, long living in retirement at Freeport, N. Y., died 
at the Mineola hospital, Oct. 13, 1924 at the age of 85. He was born 
at Stelton, N. J., was graduated from Colgate University 1867 and 
two years later from the Hamilton Theological Seminary. At once he 
began a ministry that lasted 55 years. His pastorates in New York 
were: Hannibal, Cooperstown, Hempstead, Rhinebeck, and Port Wash- 
ington. He was pastor at Second, Waterbury, Conn., 1898-1902, and 
later at Philadelphia, Pa. At Hempstead he came in touch with 
Antonio Mangano, then a lad on a nearby farm, and led him to Christ. 
He baptized him and sent him on to study for the ministry. In Dr. 
Mangano, Baptists have the leader of their Italian work in America. 
Mr. Smith was a modest man, quiet in spirit, even in temper, and sin- 
cerely devoted to his work. 

Rev. Charles Colmaii, D.D. 

Rev. Charles Colman was born at Wisbeach, Eng., 1846; ordained 
at Nottingham, Eng. His pastorates have been: First Jamaica, L. I.; 
First Baptist, East New York, Brooklyn; Peekskill, N. Y. ; Bridg-e- 
port. Conn., 1882-85; Hoboken, N. J., First Baptist; First Baptist, 
Chester, Pa.; First Germantown and Eleventh Baptist, Philadelphia, 
Pa.; Buffalo, N. Y. ; Coatesville, Pa., Sept. 1914-June 3, 1924, when 
his pastorate was closed by his sudden death. He had gained wide 
fame as a pulpit orator; the churches prospered under his guidance; 
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he was well known and loved outside of his own congregation; many 
pastors of churches in Coatesville and surrounding towns attended the 
funeral and paid high tribute to him as a preacher and a pastor, and 
spoke especially of his mighty power in prayer.

Two new churches were organized in the Fairfield 
Association and a third in the New Haven Association, as 
follows : — 

New Covenant Baptist Church, Stratford 
Mt. Arie Baptist Church, Bridgeport 
St. Paul’s Baptist Church, Branford 


The welcome to the Convention was extended by Secre- 
tary Gates. Only one of these churches were represented 
and that was the New Covenant Church, Stratford, 
through its pastor Fred W. Farnsworth. 

Rev. George R. Atha presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Enrollment : 
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Registered delegates in attendance — 218 (including pas- 
tors, members of the Board of Trustees, Women’s 
Mission Societies, missionaries and Convention 
workers). 

The non-registered attendance, including speakers, mem- 
bers of the churches and visitors, averaged upwards 
of 400. 

Voted, That the report be accepted. 

Rev. R. D. Trick presented the following resolution, 
which was referred to the Board of Managers: 
WHEREAS: There are, in the cities of Hartford, New 
Haven and Bridgeport, organizations sustaining and, 
in a measure, directing the missionary operations for 
the denomination and, 

WHEREAS : These organizations have no official connec- 
tion with the bodies for which they function, 
THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED : That these organiza- 
tions be given official recognition by the State Con- 
vention in the following manner: 

1. In that the Secretary and the Board of Managers of the Con- 
vention be authorized to consult with the officers of these bodies re- 
garding missionary work to be conducted on the territory occupied 
by these organizations. 

2. In that the President or the Secretary, as such, be made mem- 
bers of the Board of Managers of the Convention, 

3. In that the missionary workers of the Convention, in the terri- 
tory of these organizations be placed under their jurisdiction. 

Rev. Wm. B. Lipphard, associate editor of “Missions” 
gave a short address on the value of the magazine and the 
importance of increasing the subscription list. 

Rev. James McGee, D.D., presented the report of the 
Committee on Evangelism. Voted, That the report be ac- 
cepted and the recommendations be adopted. 
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Report of the 

COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


The evangelistic committee, with a few ministers from each asso- 
ciation, held an important meeting at Central Church, Hartford, Mon- 
day, September 22. Dr. James McGee, chairman of the committee, 
presided and outlined a program which will be recommended at the 
State Convention. The proposed plan indicates different seasons in 
the year when the evangelistic emphasis could be made. The four 
periods suggested by the committee are: first, the period ending with 
Thanksgiving; second, the Christmas season; third, the period leading- 
up to Easter and, the fourth, the period closing at Pentecost Sunday. 
During the first period efforts will be made to arouse the whole mem- 
bership of the church to a new sense of obligation and the privileges 
within the church itself. Suggestive sermon topics are being prepared 
by Rev. C. H. Howe, New London. In the second period an effort 
will be made to enlist the aroused church in a definite concrete ex- 
pression of its loyalty and the privilege of witnessing of the great 
things of the Kingdom. The topics for this period will be prepared 
by the Rev. C. A. Decker, Bridgeport. During the third period, the 
emphasis will be placed on the necessity of self denial, self sacrifice, 
and the complete consecration of the work of the Master, if the 
triumph of God’s Kingdom is to be achieved. Topics will be prepared 
by Dr. James McGee, New Haven. The fourth period will be given 
to the emphasis of the strength and beauty of the life of the spirit; 
its worthwhileness; why a life of service should enlist the young and 
the old. Topics for this period will be prepared by Dr. David A. Pitt, 
Norwich. Each period will lead to a decision day, at which time it is 
hoped that inactive members will be won to a life of activity; active 
members induced to take higher ground, and young people to make 
public acknowledg-ment of Christ, and many entirely outside the 
church communion induced to identify themselves with the people of 
God in a life of ser\dce to Christ. In each local church it is proposed 
that a committee be formed to unite the various organizations of the 
church and tend to larger recognition in the entire life of the church 
of the importance of evangelism. All of the plans of the committee 
duly recognizing the relation of evangelism to all the other activities 
of the church and its part in the denominational program. 
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After singing, “God is the Refuge of His Saints”, Pro- 
fessor Kenneth S. Latourette, Ph.D., Yale University, a 
member of the Board of Managers of the A. B. F. M. 
Society, gave an address on “Our Emphasis” — a brief out- 
line of which follows : 


“OUR EMPHASIS” 

It is well that we remind ourselves from time to time as to just 
where the emphasis of our work should be. We are sometimes 
tempted to believe that it is upon machinery, particularly in a gather- 
ing of this kind where we are necessarily concerned with committees 
and boards. It is perhaps an American failing to mistake the turning 
of wheels for real achievement. Sometimes in these latter days we 
wonder, too, whether the formulation of theological formulae of con- 
fession of faith, is not our objective; but that, too, we know, is aside 
from the point. 

Our Baptist forefathers builded better than we sometimes recog- 
nize, for they insisted that the basis of membership in the church 
should be a Christian experience. They refused to hamper that ex- 
perience in its growth and expression either by organization or by 
creed or confession of faith. To each man the Spirit of God speaks 
in somewhat different words, and each man, if he is to be honest, must 
express his convictions and his experience in his own way. 

Our chief emphasis, if we are to remain true to our mission as Bap- 
tists, is to lead men and women into a genuinely Christian experience 
and to encourage each other in finding out just what the Christian 
way of life means in our generation. If we are to fulfill the first part 
of our mission, that of introducing those about us to a vital faith, we 
must, of course, have had a real experience ourselves. If we are to 
fulfill the second part of our task, we must find out for ourselves what 
is demanded of Christians in the year 1924. The Spirit has something 
new to say to the churches in each age. Two generations ago it began 
saying to men very forcibly that slavery and the liquor traffic were 
wrong; perhaps at the present time it is saying to us that much of 
our acceptance of war and much of our current atitude toward wealth 
are also wrong. Our churches can fulfill their mission only as they 
propagate and nourish a glowing Christian life and as they continue 
to be eager to find out what the Spirit of God has to say about our 
present day social obligations. 
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Rev. Chester H. Howe, New London, presented the re- 
port of the Committee on Place and Preacher. Recom- 
mended as place : First Baptist Church, Meriden, Rev. B. 
N. Timbie pastor; preacher of the sermon. Rev. C. S. 
Nightingale, Moosup, — alternate. Rev. R. W. Ferguson, 
Rockville. Voted, That the report be accepted and the 
recommendations adopted. 

The session closed with prayer by Rev. F. S. Robbins. 


Wednesday Afternoon

The Convention was called to order by President 
Lackey at 2 :00 p.m. 

Rev. George R. Atha led the singing, “Come, Thou 
Fount of Every Blessing". 

Rev. Chas. A. Merrill, Noank, presented the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions. After discussion and 
amendment it was Voted, That the Resolutions be 
adopted. 

The Committee on Resolutions respectfully presents for 
your consideration as follows, namely ; 

EESOLVED: That we express our appreciation for the courtesies 
and hospitality of the Calvary Baptist Church, whose invitation the 
Convention accepted and whose members have opened their homes 
with their comforts and entertainment to the delegates and visitors 
from the churches of the state; the Pastor and people of the Center 
CongTegational Church for the use of their House of Worship and 
also Dwight Place Congregational Church, Trinity M. E. Church, and 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church as places for special gatherings. 

We also acknowledge our debt of gTatitude to the Program Com- 
mittee for the interesting, instructive, and spiritually uplifting quality 
of the program, and request that the President’s address be printed 
in the Minutes of the Convention. 

RESOLVED, That we recommend to every Church in the Conven- 
tion the careful study of the plans proposed and suggested by the 
various officers and departments of the Convention and the adoption 
of them so far as is practicable, to the end that every resource of 
every church shall be used and every effort and vitality of every 
church shall result in fruitfulness and a full harvest, being laborers 
together. 
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In accord with these resolutions, may every church enlist every one 
of its members in scriptural, effective, intelligent, voluntary steward- 
ship and giving for an adequate discharge of the duty and opportun- 
ity of the church, cooperatively and happily, with every other church 
in our fellowship, whether at home or abroad. 

RESOLVED, That we endorse the work of the Connecticut Feder- 
ation of Churches, including the project of the CongTegational Church 
at Storrs College, which shall minister to the spiritual needs and wor- 
ship of our Baptist students, and pledge it our continued support 
through our denominational committee. 

Believing that War is contrary to Jesus’ way of life — a denial of 
his Law of Love, and the contradiction of his teachings, that it is a 
supreme duty of the church to be loyal to Christ rather than man and 
that the Church is especially qualified and responsible for leadership 
in World Peace. 

RESOLVED: First, that we urge the people of our churches to give 
their earnest support and every constructive effort towards the pro- 
motion of International good will and to any just plan which seeks 
to remove the causes of war and substitutes reason for force. 

Second, that we urge our people to stand unrelentingly against the 
survival of this pagan and Un-Christlike practice in modern civili- 
zation. 

RESOLVED: That we reaffirm our confidence in the wisdom, pur- 
pose, and beneficial results already attained, of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States and the Volstead Act 
for the accomplishment of its purpose and that we expect and pledge 
our cooperation for the full enforcement of the law. In these days 
of crisis and crime, we express our allegiance to constitutional and 
statutory law. In our desire of securing and maintaining right and 
justice, we condemn nullification by selective anarchists, contempt by 
the lawless, and assumption by the clandestine and cowardly. We re- 
joice in the separation of church and state and the practice of civil, 
liberty without the taint of wealth or class, the test of race or color, 
or the tenets of religion or sect that we may enjoy the full fruits of 
that democracy and freedom which has been purchased by prayer and 
blood by our Baptist ancestors and maintained by the devotion of our 
Baptist citizenship. 

We deprecate any encroachment upon or abridgment of constitu- 
tional law and order, the first success of which will encourage the 
complete overthrow of right, justice, and security and leave us only 
selfishness, crime and chaos.

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Report of the 

DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS 
EDUCATION 


Your religious education director herewith presents his first annual 
report. The actual work in this office covers a period of only four 
months from June 1st through September. We seek in this report, 
however, to set forth the general status of religious education in our 
Connecticut churches. 

Our Policy 

During these four months much thought and time has been given 
to a study of the field and investigations of the present status of this 
work in the office and in the churches. Before working out any ela- 
borate schemes and announcing ambitious undertakings, we have been 
anxious to find out what our people want and what is most needed in 
Connecticut. We are especially concerned that whatever contribution 
this office shall make to the churches shall be of a practical nature. 
We desire to serve as a medium through which all successful plans 
and programs can be passed around from church to church, and 
through which the best experiences of successful workers in other 
states can be brought before our workers. Religious education is still 
largely in the experimental stage and any church that is making a 
real success of it is doing pioneer work. All such churches are under 
obligation, as a Kingdom service, to pass on the values of their ex- 
perience to others. The logical way to do this is to call your state 
secretaries into counsel and to make systematic and thorough reports 
to the state office. 

The Need of Systematic Records 

This suggests, at once, the great need and value of a thorough sys- 
tem of records and reports of activities in the churches. For some 
reason there seems to be among our people a strong aversion to the 
habit of recording and reporting activities and statistics. Such re- 
ports are very essential in a church if it is to enjoy the encourage- 
ment and stimulus which results from the ever present knowledge of 
its successes and failures. We should not become slaves of red tape 
in this matter, but the leaders of our church organizations need to 
learn much, in this respect, from modern business and educational 
methods. No business enterprise would last long without a thorough 
system of book-keeping and educational institutions could not func- 
tion at all to-day without their complete and accessable methods of 
individual records. 
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The only available information we have about the methods and ac- 
complishments of our churches is what we can discover by personal 
visitation, and from the incomplete and erroneous letters from them. 

Activities of the Director 

During these months the director has visited 31 churches and 11 
church schools, preached 12 sermons and delivered 11 addresses, con- 
ducted 18 gToup conferences, attended 29 committee meetings and 8 
conventions and traveled 3,300 miles. 

Church Vacation Bible Schools 

This work was all set up in the spring by the general secretary. 
After coming into the office the director took over the correspond- 
ence, received and filed reports and visited a few of the schools. 
There were 16 schools in the state this year, with an attend- 
ance of approximately 1,500. There were 147 teachers, 59 of 
whom received a very small remuneration, and 88 gave their services 
fr.ee. The appropriation by the State Convention for these schools 
was $557.48 and the American Baptist Publication Society $450., a 
total of $1,007.48. The churches and communities where the schools 
were held raised $2,493.73 toward the expenses of the schools. All 
the reports are full of enthusiasm over the tremendous results of 
these schools in the lives of both our foreign born and native children. 
There should be at least a six weeks’ school in every community. 
Some of our strong churches are financing schools of their own. In 
view of the small appropriation which the Convention is able to make, 
it would be a most worthy thing for many of our churches to do, 
leaving us to spend the Convention appropriation in the communities 
most needful of missionary support. We ought to support 50 such 
schools in Connecticut. It is one of the most far-reaching pieces of 
missionary work we are doing. Write us early in the spring for liter- 
ature and information about the Vacation Church School. We have 
a most encouraging offer to make any church that will try to start a 
new school next vacation. 

Summer Assemblies and Conferences 

The only enterprise at present that our Convention is fostering 
directly is the Ocean Park School of Methods. This gTeat assembly 
is under the direction of the New England Baptist Conference, com- 
posed of representatives from the six states. This year our attractive 
Coats-Connecticut house, owned by the Convention, provided board 
and lodging for a house party of 40 young people from our churches. 
This party was chaperoned by your education director and his wife, 
assisted by some fine church workers who accompanied their delega- 
tions. The entire delegation at Ocean Park from Connecticut was 
46, a number far too small for our state. 
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The beach, combined with a most magnificent pine forest, makes a 
restful and inspiring' natural environment, and the mighty tides of 
spiritual uplift in the conferences and assemblies carry us to the 
heights of Christian fellowship. Here our workers from the churches 
meet and receive the instruction of the strongest faculty that can be 
assembled from among our college and seminary teachers, denomin- 
ational secretaries and pastors. There are classes and conferences 
for the leaders of practically every phase of church work, covering 
the field of religious and missionary education. 

Ocean Park is largely a self-supporting enterprise, but its equip- 
ment is not increasing fast enough to take care of the increase in at- 
tendance. The board of directors has just authorized the erection of 
a commodious dormitory which will be paid for out of funds realized 
from the sale of lots on the tract of land recently acquired by the 
conference. It is a fine place for many of our people to erect sum- 
mer cottages and thus help themselves and a worthy enterprise. 
Donations for the erection of much needed buildings to house the 
school would be timely. 

One of the sorest needs of our churches is trained leadership. 
There are several excellent assemblies and conferences we should 
patronize more liberally. We ought to send our workers in great 
numbers to Northfield, Silver Bay and to the interdenominational 
assemblies and local community schools of leadership here in the state. 
We hope very soon to have a Baptist assembly in Connecticut and 
this Convention has already authorized the Commission on Religious 
Education to start one as soon as it is expedient. 

No church can make gTeat progTess in these stirring times that does 
not keep its leaders in touch with the experience and methods of those 
who are leading in these gTeat movements. No church should urge 
young people generally to attend these meetings just for a vacation. 
It more than pays, both materially and spiritually, for a church to 
put a liberal item in its annual budget to pay the expenses of 
promising and worthy young people to these meetings. This places 
them under obligation to assume leadership in the church and seek 
the best suggestions available for their success. 

Our Church Schools 

More than ever before the church looks to the church school for re- 
cruiting the membership and training her leaders. A few statistics 
will indicate how they are functioning in this state. On the basis of 
all available reports we find that the enrollment of our church schools, 
including the cradle roll and home departments is approximately 
18,547. There are 1562 in the cradle roll and 2059 in the home de- 
partment, which leaves an enrollment of those who are supposed to 
be in attendance of 12,922, but the average attendance is only 7487. 
This means that the attendance at our church schools is about one- 
third the membership of our churches and if we subtract the number 
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of childi'en in the schools who have not united with the church, it looks 
as though there would scarcely be enough church members to fill the 
places of teachers and officers. The teachers and officers reported 
number 1893. On the basis of the poor work done, as indicated above, 
it is safe to say that very few of the teachers and officers have had 
any special training, or that any efficient methods are being used. 

The denomination is fostering what is called The Better and Big- 
ger Baptist Church School ProgTam. This is the third and last year 
of this program. The schools that enlist this year are urged to regis- 
ter in the Golden Century Book which is being compiled from blanks 
furnished for this purpose. There are some excellent suggestions in 
this program that could be accepted by our schools to great profit. 

There are seven schools in the state that have met the international 
standard. These schools all have several trained teachers and officers 
who take their work seriously and who usually attend the conven- 
tions and training schools. 

We would suggest that our churches not only urge 'their teachers 
and officers to attend the community schools of leadership, but where 
possible organize classes in the church or in connection with the 
church week night. Better still is the plan of holding an institute for 
training in the church. We shall be glad to furnish suggestions and 
personal help in such undertakings. 

Week-Day Instruction 

The day has come when Protestants are beginning to realize the 
necessity of more religious instruction than our schools are able to 
give on Sunday. Our modern system of secular education is the re- 
sult of the most scientific and efficient work of the best minds of the 
age. Our children are placed under the influence of this system of 
modern efficiency for five full days in the week, and the contrast with 
the brief hour of careless and often unintelligent religious instruction 
at the church, forces upon us unconsciously a loss of respect for the 
church school. Under our American system of public education defi- 
nite religious instruction cannot and ought not to be given. The task 
belongs to the church and if the church fails in this, she is surrender- 
ing her place in the life of this generation to the ever increasing and 
dangerous invasion of worldly materialism. 

Week-day instruction is the latest movement of religious education 
and is having the most phenomenal growth of any of the great under- 
takings in this field of church activities. In many cities throughout 
the country practically every child in the grades where Bible instruc- 
tion is offered is enlisted. In some cases the attendance is restricted 
on account of the lack of equipment and teachers. In almost all cases 
the public school authorities are encouraging the church to launch 
this undertaking. In Connecticut at present most of the large centers, 
and many small towns, either have week-day instruction in some form 
or have local councils of religious education laying the foundations 
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for it. In some cases individual churches are conducting week-day 
classes outside of public school time. The children receive credit for 
this instruction when it meets the standard recognized in the public 
schools. A better way is for several churches, preferably all, in the 
community to enter into this work and conduct classes on public 
school time. When there is such a demand for it in any community 
the public school authorities are usually glad to release the children 
for the time needed. It is time all our pastors and church-leaders 
were getting informed about this revolutionizing movement that is 
sweeping down upon us. Serious danger threatens us if the church 
does not meet this opportunity, and it is no less dangerous for us to 
sit with our eyes closed and let it come without intelligent direction. 
We would urge the churches in every community to set up commis- 
sions to make a special study of this movement and take plenty of 
time to establish it. 

Our Young People’s Societies 

It is encouraging to note in our churches a great deal of concern 
on the part of pastors and adult leaders about the young people and 
their relation to the work of the church. If these young Christians 
are to grow in grace and become full gTown men and women in Christ, 
they must have the support of the church and the advice and leader- 
ship of the pastor and other experienced leaders. There needs to be 
a closer affiliation of these organizations with the whole big program 
of the church. It is here they are led to discover themselves and 
their work in life. With the proper leadership they learn by experi- 
ence what their place is in the church. The opportunities for self- 
expression and for service in the religious activities of the community 
lead them to become ministers, deacons, missionaries, teachers and 
strong supporters of the church in business and professional life. 

This year our denomination is putting out a progTam that is well 
adapted to the practical needs of our churches and the young people. 
It is called “The Christian Life ProgTam”. It suggests activities and 
a series oP themes which, if followed, will lead them into rich spiritual 
experiences and into happy fields of Kingdom service. It brings them 
face to face with the mission of their church in the community and 
through our missionary agencies enlists their interest in the world- 
wide task of the church. We are glad to say the Christian Endeavor 
of Connecticut is cooperating heartily in the presentation of this pro- 
gram to the Baptist C. E. Societies. The suggestions of this program 
are very elastic and can be taken in part at least in any church. We 
urge our pastors and young people’s leaders to study this program and 
adopt whatever part of it may be applicable. The church having 
registered for any part of this progTam before December 1st, and 
making the best report after May 15th, will be awarded a banner at 
this Convention next year. 

On a basis of reports received there are 77 young people’s societies 
in our churches, of which number 59 are Christian endeavors. 
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Let Us Have Fewer Organizations 

With the multiplication of movements and denominational boards 
all promoting group organizations more or less unrelated in the 
churches, we have become the victims of over-organization, and all 
the unhappy friction and personal jealousies resulting from overlap- 
pings and consequent misunderstanding. Under the urge of what 
seems to be worthy causes and often for fear of being embarrassed 
and forced into an attitude of non-cooperation, we have set up more 
organization than is necessary even if we had leadership to make it 
a success. A few willing ones — and often more willing than able, 
are pressed into leading these numerous gToups and so burdened with 
the manipulation of machinery that they accomplish nothing but dis- 
couragement and bad dispositions. We have developed pronounced 
self-centered and group-centered loyalties and lost the force of a 
great church-centered and Christ-centered loyalty, and with it the 
sense of unity in the church and its fellowship in the whole task of 
making Christ king in all the earth. 

The time has come when we must correlate these numerous and 
often conflicting activities in the church, in such a way as to leave 
nothing undone that ought to be done and all unnecessary organiza- 
tion will thus eliminate itself by a natural course. In this way no 
feelings will be hurt except those whose loyalties are bound up with 
selfish and unchristian motives. 

It is in the scope of modern religious education to discover and 
promote the best principles of church administration. There are cer- 
tain great objectives for which the church is divinely appointed to 
work. It is our business to hold these objectives before our people 
and train them in the most effective ways of reaching them. At pres- 
ent we think of these objectives as represented in the several phases 
of work for which we organize, such as worship, evangelism, stew’ard- 
ship, Bible and missionary instruction, community service and Chris- 
tian recreation. The church is the body with its several members and 
Christ is the head. It is time for us to cease the tendency to dis- 
member this body by multiplying groups that either cut loose from 
the head or else selfishly claim to be the whole body. For the sake 
of coherence, fraternal unity and effectiveness, let all the departments 
with their sub-committees head up in the church and all of us work 
for the common objectives. It is an orderly democracy we want 
and not choas and discension in our Baptist churches. This correla- 
tion will take on different proportions and shapes, dependent on the 
size of the church and the special opportunities for Christian activ- 
ities characteristic of each community. The governing principle is a 
scriptural one, and thoroughly baptistic; that of magnifying the local 
church and organizing it with the unity of a living body. When we 
do this, we will rid ourselves of all burdensome and useless organiza- 
tion and with it the chief cause of misunderstandings. 
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We feel that this is not a time to make specific recommendation of 
policies or programs for the Convention to adopt. In cooperation 
with all of our denominational agencies, we simply wish to make our 
office serve the churches in the most effective way of v/hich we are 
capable, by working out with them just the kind of educational 
methods and progTams which we feel will contribute most to the King- 
dom of Christ in the world and His glory in the lives of our people.

Along most lines of our work, during the past year, steady growth 
can be noted. The children of the parent society, the Children’s 
World Crusade and the World Wide Guild have gTown in numbers 
and activities, as well as in increased giving, — C.W.C. having given 
$400. to the Continuation Campaign and the W. W. G. $2,600. to the 
same. 

The churches having Reading Contests, Mission Study Classes or 
Schools of Missions are steadily gaining in number, altho not so fast 
as is desired. In the coming year our aim is to have a much larger 
number of churches thus engaged. 

A good opening in her field of work has been made by our College 
Counselor and the work done by churches in Christian Americaniza- 
tion was a pleasant surprise to those who heard the annual report of 
this department. 

At the annual meeting of the New England District, Connecti- 
cut’s women received several honors. The loving cup, given to the 
state having achieved with highest percentage of members in Read- 
ing Contest came to Connecticut. She also received the silver can- 
dlestick for the best Christian Americanization work and, too, Con- 
necticut was recognized as the largest of New England’s contributors 
to the Continuation Campaign for in answer to prayer under the con- 
secrated leadership of Mrs. J. H. Morsehead as Campaign Director and 
her able assistants, Mrs. A. L. Mulloy, State Prayer Meeting Com. 
and Mrs. C. S. Carter, State Publicity Woman, $57,526.58 was con- 
tributed to the Continuation Campaign this year, something over 
$17,000. more than the accepted quota. And because of our assur- 
ance that God was our great helper in our appointed and finished task 
of the New World Movement, we take up our greater task for the com- 
ing year with great faith under the slogan — “Every Baptist woman 
a giver and every interested woman a steward”. This is to be brought 
about thru Dr. Agar’s plan of four goals — first, a survey of every 
church under the key- woman to ascertain the number of women 
givers; second, a Headquarter’s Council; third, a State Woman’s Liter- 
ature Secretary; fourth. State Associational Secretary or Director to 
work up Associational conferences.

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Annual Report of the 
STATE SECRETARY OF THE WOMAN’S 
AMERICAN BAPTIST 
FOREIGN MISSION SOCIETY 


Commendable evidence of the interest of Connecticut women in 
Foreign Missions is found in their cordial acceptance of the progTam 
of events outlined at the beginning of the year. We have fulfilled 
our so called “April Shower” pledge for the payment of $600.00 to 
be applied toward the passage of a returning Missionary. Certain 
designated gifts therefore having been adjusted. Miss Ruth M. French 
of Secunderabad, India was named as principal beneficiary. The re- 
quest to partly supply an outfit for a new missionary was withdrawn 
as Miss Irene Dolby appointed to the Philippines went from Rhode 
Island. The women of that State promptly raised the entire amount. 

Generous response was made to the appeals from the N. E. Dis- 
trict for relief for earthquake stricken Japan, also from one Overland 
Red Cross department. 

A goodly proportion of the 60,000 articles of needful medical and 
surgical supplies has been sent to Africa, India, Burma and Assam. 
Regardless of organizational affiliation we united to “carry on” en- 
thusiastically the Loyalty and Echo luncheons which heralded the 
opening of our wonderful closing Continuation Campaigm. One ser- 
vice force is intact altho Miss Grace E. Williams of Bridgeport suc- 
ceeds Mrs. George W. Nicholson, who resigned from the secretary- 
ship of Fairfield Association. Miss Williams possesses every quali- 
fication for this important position. Progress has been made along 
the lines of statistical enumeration except in “Missions” subscrip- 
tions. In spite of notable additions to this list from Hartford Asso- 
ciation especially from Fairfield Association a regrettable loss of 37 
subscriptions appears. Other items are elsewhere reported but atten- 
tion is called to the fact that the recent translation of the New Testa- 
ment by Mrs. Helen Barrett Montgomery has been placed upon the 
Inspirational list in the Reading Contest. 

We have met with a deplorable loss through the decease of Mrs. 
Charles W. Gale, especially is this realized in the South Eastern ter- 
ritory of the State, where she had lived for many years. Her bene- 
ficiaries during her life-time were many and discriminating but the 
chief interest centered in the Orient, especially in Assam where has 
been erected the beautiful Gale Memorial building in Jophat, her 
Jubilee gift to the Woman’s A. B. F. M. Society. 
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The almost automatic transition from the New World Movement 
connection to that of the Board of Missionary Cooperation having 
been accomplished we confront new and aggressive plans which will 
demand renewed consecration upon our part, and we are admonished 
by our leaders to “redouble our efforts in this work of our Master 
which challenges the best from each of us” during the coming year.

Report of 

WOMAN’S HOME MISSION WORK 
IN CONNECTICUT FOR 1923-24 


Great impetus was given to the work of the Woman’s Baptist Mis- 
sion Society of Connecticut in the fall of 1923 by the Bible and Mis- 
sionary Conference held in New Haven. The Loyalty Luncheon, at- 
tended by 525 women, the 13 Echo Luncheons, some of them attended 
by more than 200, and the 3 Re-Echoes following, also fulfilled their 
purpose in stimulating us to a renewed loyalty, of which proof was 
given in the victorious conclusion of the Continuation Campaign. 

Our participation in the New World Movement through the Con- 
tinuation Campaign, brought a fuller realization of the unity of our 
whole denominational task. In order that this new vision might not 
grow dim, we have formally pledged ourselves as a society “to co- 
operate with the entire membership of our churches in promoting the 
new program, as it shall be presented to us by our new denomina- 
tional Board of Missionary Cooperation” and we have adopted as a 
state goal for 1924-1925 “Every Baptist woman a giver and every 
interested Baptist woman a steward”. Suggested methods for at- 
taining this goal have been outlined for the use of local circles. 

We have at present 85 reported local societies, which show an ag- 
gregate gain over the preceding year of 219 active members and 1656 
contributors. Twenty-one churches have Extension Departments. 
White Cross work has found a place in the activities of 51 societies. 
Twenty-three societies attained ten or more of the fifteen points in 
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the Standard of Excellence and thereby won the distinction of becom- 
ing Honor Societies. The honor group is as follows: —

Three resignations have been accepted, with appreciation of efficient 
service rendered: Mrs. C. L. Cole, Superintendent of Missionary Sup- 
plies, Overland, is succeeded by Mrs. J. F. Barton; Miss Eleanor Ben- 
ton, State Chairman of Christian Americanization, by Miss Marion 
W. Lathrop; Mrs. George W. Nicholson, Foreign Secretary for Fair- 
field Association, by Miss Grace E. Williams. 

Mrs. Allen W. Brown assumes the duties of State Chairman of 
White Cross Work. 

Miss Lathrop, as Field Secretary of Christian Americanization for 
New England, became widely known while demonstrating to the volun- 
teer workers in many of our churches — “How to Do It”. The resig- 
nation of this higher office which she felt obliged to offer because of 
filial obligations, has released her for service to her own state; under 
her wise direction, we hope to carry the message of Christian friend- 
liness into the homes of many more of our foreign-speaking people 
and thus exemplify “The Way of Christ in Race Relations”. 

Bristol, with a record for the year of 10 volunteers, 160 lessons 
given and 70 other calls made, won the silver candlestick given for 
the best work in Christian Americanization done in New England. 

To Ashford Association came the honor of winning the district lov- 
ing cup in the Reading Contest. 

Connecticut not only carried off the two silver trophies, but re- 
ceived recognition as the largest New England contributor to the Con- 
tinuation Campaign. 

Several churches and individuals have entered into the plan which 
provides for the “adoption” of a missionary. Adoption includes pay- 
ment of all or a part of the salary and the expression of personal in- 
terest and friendship through correspondence, birthday and Christ- 
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mas remembrances and so forth. Such designated money applies on 
the givers church quota. 

Connecticut takes a new interest in Pueblo, Mexico. The girls 
school, housed in a former governor’s mansion has been renamed 
“Colegio Bautista Howard” (Howard Baptist College), in memory of 
the late Honorable James L. Howard and in recognition of the gift by 
members of his family which made possible the purchase of the 
building. 

Our president. Miss Mary L. Howard, visited five of our Southern 
Negro Schools in the spring and by numeral addresses in our churches 
and before state and associational gatherings has aroused a warmer 
and more enlightened interest in this field of home mission work. 

During the year we have cooperated with the Committee on Law 
Enforcement, with the Northfield Home Mission Committee, and with 
the American Peace Award, by the circulation of their literature. 
Christian women are being called upon to declare themselves on many 
of the questions of the day. We are challenged to cooperation as 
never before. 

We look back upon a busy year, which seems to register progress, 
for which we thank God and take courage.

Annual Report of 

CONNECTICUT WORLD WIDE GUILD 

1923-1924 


There are 52 chapters enrolled with a membership of over 900 in 
our Connecticut World Wide Guild. Of these, 12 were new chapters 
formed after our annual state rally at Wangum in 1923. For various 
good reasons the same number of chapters disbanded or went into the 
Woman’s Society. Our new state point standard calls for 65 chap- 
ters and so we are trying to increase our number, especially stressing 
the formation of junior chapters. These figures are taken from the 
annual report ending April 1924. Since then three junior chapters 
have been formed : Suffield, Willimantic and Mystic, there being senior 
chapters in all these places. 
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Ten chapters qualified in the Reading Contest — a very good per- 
centage. We had thirty Mission Study Classes, but hope to make a 
gTeat improvement in that department of our work. 

Many of our girls are teaching in the church schools and are doing 
Christian Americanization work. At the state rally in 1923, ten girls 
volunteered for life service and at Northfield this summer two more. 

Our girls attended the conferences at Northfield and Ocean Park 
in good numbers, — attendance at conferences and rallies being one 
of the chief sources of inspiration and help in our missionary work. 

The White Cross Work has been especially good. Christmas boxes 
for Davenport House, Miss Rice’s mission in Norwich, have been sent 
and Miss Moore’s work in Bridgeport and the Italian work in Meriden 
have been assisted. Boxes and packages have been sent to Mather 
School and Kodiak Orphanage. Visiting Nurse Associations and hos- 
pitals have been supplied with bandages and compresses. Our hospital 
in Tura Assam was remembered in Overseas work. 

For the coming year we are to help the women with their appor- 
tionment for Ongole hospital. Most of the articles needed were pledged 
at our Wangum rally, as well as a box for Miss Dulin of Hopo, So. 
China, with supplies for her nursery. Davenport House and Miss Rice 
have also been apportioned us again. 

We are stressing special prayer for our missionaries and trying to 
make the devotional part of our meetings especially strong. 

As usual, the outstanding event of the year, was our annual mission- 
ary house party held for the fourth time at Wangum Lodge near Hart- 
ford. To our great disappointment our National Secretary, Miss Alma 
Noble, was unable to be with us, as in former years, but we were un- 
usually favored with our guests and had a very fine progTam. The 
total registration reached 120. Many pages could be filled with the 
events of that week-end, but we can only say that the spiritual ele- 
ment seemed specially strong, although a glorious good time was not 
lacking. Our guests were Mrs. Sherman Perry, N. E. District Secre- 
tary, W. W. G. ; Miss Cora Beath, Home missionary at Mariners Tem- 
ple, N. Y. ; Miss Pauline Senn, from China; Mrs. Axling from Japan; 
Miss Lucinda Johnson of the faculty of Baptist Institute, Philadelphia; 
Mrs. J. B. Morshead of the W. B. M. Society of our state ; Miss Alma 
Kurtz of Davenport House; Miss Bertha Bridgman, representing the 
C.W.C., in place of Miss Cranska, State Secretary, who could not be 
with us. The singing, so inspiringly led by Mrs. E. E. Gates of Hart- 
ford, was an outstanding feature of the rally. The talks by our mis- 
sionary guests were so inspiring and interesting that much benefit 
must be gained, in addition the privilege of living with them in an in- 
formal way, gave an opportunity for close relationships and friend- 
ships that will never be forgotten. At the closing service Sunday 
morning our hearts were filled with a desire for greater service and 
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after the talks by our missionaries and a written message from Miss 
Noble, seven girls rose signifying their intention of devoting their 
lives to the Master’s service. Guild methods for the coming year were 
discussed in every detail, and a literature table with books and pro- 
grams was well patronized. Twenty-nine chapters were represented, 
some of them for the first time. Many encouraging words come dur- 
ing the year showing that gatherings of this kind are of the utmost 
importance. 

We want at least one chapter in every church; more if possible. 
The girls are ready, but leaders are lacking. Will you not work and 
pray that the energy waiting to be used may be wisely led and directed 
by our older girls and women?

of the

The Conference was called to order with the president in the chair. 
Rev. E. C. Dunbar, Norwich, was appointed secretary pro tem, the 
regular secretary having left the state. 

Rev. L. J. Shepler conducted the devotional session, reading First 
Corinthians 3. After the scripture reading prayer was offered. 

The president named the following as members of the Nominating- 
Committee: Brothers Laudenslager, Speed, Schuh. 

Rev. E. E. Gates read the obituary list, after which Rev. H. M. 
Thompson, D.D., Stonington offered prayer. 

Rev. E. E. Gates reported the following changes in the ministry: 
by death, two; removals outside the state, ten; changes within the 
state, six; resigned without charge, two; new pastors, seventeen; 
pastorless churches, eight. 

President Timbie welcomed the new pastors to the state and gave 
the right hand of fellowship. 

Rev. Chester H. Howe was introduced as the first essayist. He pre- 
sented a paper on, “Worship in Baptist Churches.” The paper em- 
phasized that worship is an all comprehending art. Three points were 
developed: (1) The Church Building as a Place for Public Worship. 

(2) The Service as Public Worship. (3) The Minister as Leader in Pub- 
lic Worship. Many suggestions were offered, two of which were, in as 
much as the present “Baptist Hymnal” is inadequate for modern needs 
all ministers were urged to ask denominational leaders to publish a 
better one. The writer urged that a state conference be held yearly 
for the purpose of studying this subject of Worship. 

A discussion period followed the reading of the essay. 

The second essayist. Rev. Ellis Gilbert, Danbury was then intro- 
duced. The subject of this essay was, “The Christian Attitude To- 
ward War.” The writer developed the following: (1) War is Un- 
christian because it is Wrong. (2) War Does not Settle any Question. 

(3) War is Unchristian because it is the Enemy of Soul Freedom. (4) 
War is Unchristian because it is opposed to Jesus’ teaching and living. 
In conclusion Rev. Mr. Gilbert said, “The church must decide whether 
it will follow Christ or Mars.” 
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A period of discussion followed. 

Voted that the assembly express its appreciation to the essayists 
for the two fine papers.

CHARTER 

Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Hunting-ton, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, 
David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, 
Elijah Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed into, 
constituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
“The Connecticut Baptist Education Society,” and by that name; they 
and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall 
be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, 
in all suits of whatever nature soever, may have a common seal and 
the same alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, 
receive, hold and convey away estate, real, personal or mixed, the 
* annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find 
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necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional members; 
make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of members ; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting ; 
the number necessary to form a quorum ; and all other by-laws and 
regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men 
and young women, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in ac- 
quiring such mental discipline and culture as shall render them more 
useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every church and auxiliary 
society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more 
dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may de- 
termine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Commitee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, 
to control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to 
the benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society, 
they shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, con- 
duct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treas- 
urer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay 
them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold 
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all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of property belonging to 
the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee 
and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same 
quarterly to said Committee, and annually to the Society. The Audi- 
tor shall examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of 
the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
■‘be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a 
letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its com- 
mendation of him as one call to God to the ministry. He must sat- 
isfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising use- 
fulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to 
the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly ordained min- 
isters of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, 
collegiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive 
Committee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; 
and the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall 
be subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, volun- 
tarily failing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being 
dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, 
with interest, he has received from the Society. • 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of 
the members present, written notice of the proposed change having- 
been given and recorded one year previous to its adoption.

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REPORT 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE

SOCIETY 


A year ago, when we presented our annual report to the Baptist 
churches of the state, we stood at the parting of the ways. For five 
years, your centenarian, the Education Society, had worried along 
with very little financial support from the denomination or the Bap- 
tist churches of Connecticut. We felt as if we were about to die, but 
made one more effort for recognition. 

Tonight, after a year of uncertainty, we return to report more 
favorable conditions. It looks as if we were going to live a while 
longer. The Society has had several encouraging experiences this 
year. 

Your offering and annual membership fees, taken a year ago to- 
night, proved to be the largest in years. This made us feel that we 
did have some friends after all. 

Later, the General Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, accepted the amount of financial aid for the Suffield 
School, which our State Convention had usually given annually. The 
Trustees of the Convention immediately offered to give this sum, thus 
released to the Education Society for the coming year. This revived 
our spirits still more. 

Toward the close of the year, one of our old students, who had 
made good in the ministry, sent a check for $100.00 to the Secretary, 
with the following encouraging words: 

“I received recently a few extra dollars, wherefore my happy abil- 
ity thus to make the beginning of some slight financial reduction of 
the debt I owe the Society”. 

Therefore, you readily understand the relief and gratitude in our 
hearts tonight as we begin to believe that — 

“We about to live, salute you”. 

During the year, we have assisted thirteen students in their prepar- 
ation for the Christian ministry or definite Christian work. We have 
sent one hundred dollars to students in preparatory schools and one 
hundred twenty-five dollars to students in college and seminary. New 
applications for assistance will about equal the number of those gradu- 
ating, thus needing our aid no longer. 
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This past summer, we met with two serious losses in the sudden re- 
moval by death of Principal H. G. Truesdell and our Treasurer, Mr. 
Fred B. Bunnell. 

Principal Truesdell was one of our trustees for years, and a genial, 
faithful fellow-worker. He died in the midst of the Endowment Cam- 
paign for SulReld, in all of which our society had taken great interest. 
Our educational interests in the state will ever hold in grateful mem- 
ory Principal TruesdelTs contribution to the welfare of our young 
people. 

For more than twelye years, Mr. Fred B. Bunnell of the First 
National Bank, New Haven, had served as treasurer of our Education 
Society. He brought to his task wide and thorough going experience 
in the financial world. He contributed his ability cheerfully to the 
welfare of our Society. 

During these years of financial stringency, we were most fortunate 
in having a treasurer of such marked ability and fine Christian spirit. 
It would be almost impossible to speak too highly of our appreciation 
of Mr. Bunnell’s faithful service as treasurer of our Education Society. 

We look ahead hopefully tonight. We believe you will not disap- 
point us. Far more than money, we need young men and women 
from our churches dedicating lives to definite Christian service at 
home and abroad. The money will be forthcoming, if young life is 
thus dedicated. 

The Executive Committee takes pleasure in presenting to you to- 
night President George B. Cutten of Colgate University, who will 
speak to us upon “The Destiny of Intelligence.”
